Nor does advancement stop with aes- 
thetic culture and material growth. 
The appreciatiou of the principles of 
lew are better understood, and the 
the study of theology end its fitness 
for a fallen race ia receiving new tests 
and strains, and the ’‘deep sea sound- 
ings” of Holy Writ have developed in a 
wonderful degree, the feet that the 
science of theology has a field wide as 
the heavens and deep as doom. 

With the spinning wheels and stage 
coaches of a bygone generation, many 
questions that ouce agitated the con- 
science and country have been stowed 
away among the relics of the past. Dis- 
putes about tariff i and puhiic lauds, 
slave territory and state rights, pedo- 
bsptiem, aotinomieuism, free grace, aod 
predestination have each had their day. 

They were questions of mighty im- 
port in their times, end the profouud- 
est men of the sge aided in their final 
settlement. Some of them were set- 
tled hy ballots and some by hattles; 
some by discussion and others by com- 
mon consent have vanished nway, 

Songs and cider once might decide 
who should be president of the United 
States, and shape the national destiny 
for a whole presidential term, and per 
haps effect tbs country forages. Then 
the questions were “How ahull the 
country becomerich!’ ‘‘How shall our 
merchant princes and money changers 
hecome millionaires 1” The question 
now ie “How ehall the men worth mill 
ions, retain their msaas"! and 
“What Bhall be done with men wno 
own railroads and huy legislatures I” 

But while dead issues of material and 
moral nature in their old forms are 
thrust away to slumber in the garret- 
eorners of me world, the living present 
with its mighty interests, ask men ol 
thought and action to he up and at the 
front in every good word and work. 

Hew questions are coming up, than 
which more ponderous have never heen 
settled by men. It is ear.y to sc-e that 
British invasion was justly repelled, 
hecause its presence meant inequality 
among the people who found a honre 
on our ahoreB. But among us there is 
a communism, bred in the workshop 
and fed on the farm, whicn "ib wh'-tting 
its swords beneath the very eaves of 
our dwellings. They arc the tradc-un 
ions ofthe manufacturing Atlantic slope, 
the granges of the agricultural interior, 
the order of the Cresent of the Pacific 
alope, the colored protectionists of the 
Gulf States, who under the shields of 
oath and secrecy are pledged to support 
no man for office who is not colored. 
All these, the natural scions of that tree 
— Free masonry — which akiulows the 
earth like a Javsn Upas, must be set 
tied. 

Then there is the question of infidel- 
ity which is seeking through its regu 
lar organizations, and hy every private 
te the Buhe of Beth- 


lehem; how shall that he settled! 
Shall it throw the Cliriatian Bihle out 
of the schools I Shall it remove our 
official chaplains ! Shull it sacrifice Jes- 
us again to the Jew, disown God in ths 
National Constitution for the atheist, 
throw away the Sahhsth for the hesr- 
gardens, cast off the marriage vow at 
the behests of theoretical and practical 
libertines t 

These ars practical questions. They 
are raised by vuice and vote, hy individ - 
ual effort imd thoroughly organized so- 
cieties, They are brought to the front 
at the polls, in the court room and the 
legislative hail- and like a recoiling 
breaker they sprinkle their spray over 
our tea tobies, and ehh away through 
our public prints 

Fur these questions society is no 
match. Humanity, unaided in such a 
storm, has always been hewtldered. 
it cannot hrldle the cyclone, it cannot 
turn back the ocean currents; it esn 
cast uo anchor through the dark waters 
to the h itiomj it can hear but cannot 
see the wild lee shore all strewn with 
wrecks and corpses. No Teasel 
rock-bound coast ever needed a pilot 

Woe hstide that man or organization 
which now caonot and does not call 
hi- aid the power of the Holiest and 
Highest — the Saviour of the world. 

In him is needed an all-conquering 
confidence. Thai alone can aave. The 
iroh will of one stout heart shall make 
a thousand quail. A feeble dwarf, 
duuntlessly resolved has turned many a 
tide of battle, by rallying giants who 
would have fled. 

Then few and feeble though we be, 
that is none of our business since God 
calls us with pillars of cloud and fire to 
the front Courage is akin to power, 
because it holds a steady steady faith in 
an Arm Almighty. Then let us on to 
the conflict Henry Kirk White hafi 
well said: 

nras-i ”Ths pious man 

Io this bad world, where mists and couch- 

Hide heaven’s fine circlet, springs aloft In 
faith 

Above the Ihreatning clouds to tbs fields 
Of ether, where the day is never veiled 
With intervening vapors; and looks down

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The conditions and obligations of ad- 
mission into this order ought to pre- 
vent Christians from unison with it. 
The "constitutiou” states that those ad- 
mitted must he willing to *’ take our 
pledge for life.” Many, we dare aay, 
reading this, suppose that our ’‘pledge” 
has regard exclutirely to total absti- 
nence. This is not so. What is includ- 
ed" in our "pledge” the candidate is un- 
ahle to ascertain until it is gradually 
and warily revealed to him in the sev- 
eral stages of his initiation and broth- 
erhood. The whole of this pledge .or 
“solemn obligation," the order of the 
initiation, and other services, etc., are 
contained in a book called the “ Ritu- 
al," respecting which the law ia — *■ No 
member or officer (even) can purchase 
or personally possess rituals or officers’ 
cards for his own use; they can only 
be sold to lodges as such, and, hefore 
new ones are supplied, the old ones 
must be returned to the Grand Lodge,” 
Hardly able to believe that wo read 
this law rightly — that a book we bad 
beard extolled (by Templars) aa one of 
the grandest productions in the lan- 
guage, which is in relation to the order 
what the liturgy is to tho Episcopal 
church , wav really withheld from the 
puhltc — we applied to grand worthies 
0 the head office for a copy, so that 
ght decide for ourselves respect- 
ing it, hut were cooly informed that 
we could not have it either for love nor 
money. What the solemn obligation 
was “ we should he informed hefore 
(just before) taking it, and would tiled 


have the opportunity of withdrawing;” 
hut the liturgy, in which we should 
afterwords have to join, ‘ ’ wo must'tnke 
entirely on faith” — faith in the inde- 
psndent order of Good Templars. “We 
hsvs not so learned Christ;” and we 
auhmit whether the fact that this ‘‘Book 
of Ritual,” with whieh every member 
of the order lies so much to do, is with- 
held — not only from his careful study, 
hut from his very sight — hs not in it- 
self sufficient to prevent his entertain- 
ing the thought for a single second of 
hecoming a good Templarf 

It so happened, however, that while 
making inquiry respecting the order, 
we received by post from a fr.end two 
pamphlets on the very subject — one by 
the Rev. J. Kerr, a director of the 
Greenock Total Abvtinence Society, on 
"Secret Societies;’’ the other hy the 
Rev. J. Heron, Kilree, on “Good Tem- 
plariam, not good Christianity." Both 
pamphlets are published hy C. Aitclu- 
son, Castle Piece, Belfast, and we 
strongly recommend the perusal of 
them to those wishing to understand 
the nature and tendencies of tliie and 
kindred organizations. These authors, 
iu a way perfectly honorahle to them- 
selves, have seen this secret, sacred 
hook, the “Ritual,” and give us several 
important and lengthy extracts fiom it. 
We hsvo thus obtained, without pass- 
sing through the ordeal of initiation, a 
little information respecting the con- 
tents of this book ; and, though we are 
unable to join in the laudation of it, 
aud cannot help pitying the taste of 
its admirers, we do admit that the vow 
or oath ie not a trifling matter, and, like 
marriage, “ should not be thoughtless- 
ly or lightly entered into.” At a cer 
tain stage of a ceremony lasting the 
greater part of an hour, which we 
really wonder how soher, sensible men 
can go through, the candidate for 
Templar orders and honors, standing 
before the altar, on which rests an 
open Bihle, with his .hand on his 
heart, solemnly vows — “That he will 
not reveal any of the private work or 
business of this order to eny one not 
entitled to know the same, and that iu 
all things he will yield a cheerful ohe- 
dience to sll our laws, rules, and usag- 
es." Then follows prayer, which, as it 
must he the one in the ritual, is iu har- 
mony wiih the principles of the order; 
after which, the worthy chaplain in- 
forms the candidate that “a Good Tem- 
plar's row is registered in heaven,” and 
adjures him, “as you value your stand- 
ing here, and your peace iu eteroity, 
keep that vow sacred to the end of life.” 
Now, we may he told thet these words 
do not refer to this, and do not mean 
that, and hare regard only to the other 
thing; hut what we have to do is sim- 
ply to take them in their plain gram- 
matical meaning, and look at what 
they imply. Apart from every gloss 
which may now be put on them, they 
bind the party to two things, which 
are wrong — submission and secrecy. 
Here is a pledge of submission, a’ ’prom- 
ise of cheerful obedience to alllho laws, 
rules and usages of the order!” Ob- 
serve, at the time thie vow is made, the 
rower does not, cannot know all these 
lews, rules and usages; the hook con- 
taining some of them he was forbidden 
to see; into s lodge he was never before 
allowed to enter to witness the usages 
there; now laws or rules may yet he 
introduced. These laws, rules and us- 
ages, havo in many instances, to do 
with “solemn ritea" and "sacred 
services” and “religious exorcispa;” and 
we ask, Can anyone, under the 
prom so of a life-long obedience 
to Christ, and in fellowship with 
bis church, consistently with his pro- 
fession make that vow I And then 
thoro is the vow of secrecy. Again 
we say it Is of no use a Templar affirm- 
ing what he understands hy that, and 
what exclusively this secrecy refers to, 
Here ara the words of the “oblignlinn" 
— “not to reveal any of the private 
work or business of this order to 
anyone not entitled to know the 
same,” What the prlvsto work or 
husiness of this order ia now, 
or may at any future time be, the cin- 
didaie, like ourselves, hss no means of 


and creeds, which it would be wicked 
in any citizen, much more a Christian 
to conceal from the very party the 
lodge or order thought “not entitled to 
know the some,” No society, secular 
or snered, has any authority to require 
such a pledge ; no man or woman is 
justified in entering into such avow. 
It is a sin against the family, the 
church, and the community of which 
be may form a pnrt In vindication' 
of this secrecy, Good Templar books 
tell us that families and churches are- 
secret societies. This is simply untrue. 
If soy family were to hring sll its mem- 
bers under Bny such obligation as this, 
it would he hecause there wss in thai 
family something lerrihly wrong; if 
eny church dared thus to act, it would 
cease that moment to hs a church of 
Christ. Gue large church iu our own 
denomination, to its honor hs it record- 
ed, refused to nliow their tchool-ruom 
for the meeting place of one of these 
lodges, because it was a secret society. 
If our families, churches, and societies 
were ail conducted on this principle of 
secrecy, wo should have Pandemonium 
on earth. There are deeds of darkness 
besides drunkenness, which the teeto- 
tal pledge will not keep out of a man's 
heart nor prevent onienng into a Tem- 
plar lodge, which mey at some lime 
lorm a pait of the private work or hus- 
iness in which secrecy wuuld be einful; 
and the mere fact that aneb an obliga- 
tion has to he entered into, even though 
there were no secrets io reveal, is suffi- 
eient to place the order where a Chris- 
tian should not go. The luw vulgarity 
of the raps, grips, signs aud passwords, 
by which this hroiherhood is united, 
and its secrecy maintained, is such that 
if facte were not aga'uat it, wj! should 
have thought no Christian gentleman 
or lsdy could have come down to he 
mixed up with or employ, Notwith- 
standing facts, we say, “These things 
ought not so to he,” 

is, we think, a reason why Christiana 
ought not to join — at least, why the 
members of our churches should not 
identify themselves with it. Ae we 
have said, the “Boot of ritual,” which 
contains, we believe, the order for the 
solemn services of initiation, installa- 
tion, institution, etc, is not to 
he seen outside the lodge; hut 
we have sufficient reason for as- 
serting that its tbeolooyand heathen- 
ism are such as thet no Christian 
ihould use it in the worship of God. 
Il may contain some truth, hut it is not 
“the truth ae it is iu Jesus,” Apart 
from this no small metier, “Good Tem- 
plftrism,” Bays the Manchester Exam- 
iner and Times of May 2d, may bs 
described es the Ritualist or High 
Church secliou of the great confedera- 
tion of temperance reformers, , . . 

They appeal to the esthetic and spirit- 
ual nature of their members hy enlist- 
ing their aid in the performance of a 
highly ornate religious service, set in 
liturgical form, and accompanied by 
ritualistic observances. The lower 
outward senses of mere sight and hear- 
ing, are also powerfully appealed to. 
The eye is dazzled with displays ol 
glittering regalia, aud the tickled ear 
is gratified hy the frequent and digni- 
fied utterance of mouth-filling titles,” 
All thie is not only admitted, hut con- 
tended for in the tracts and pamphlets 
of the order. In regard to it, we 
simply ask, whether the ministers and 
members of churches , who preach and 
»peak of the ritualism of the Romish 
and Puseyite churches as one of the 
curses of Christendom, and a terrihlc 
hindrance to the Gospel of Chrisf, are 
consistent in being- such thorough-go- 
ing R tualiats in a Good Templar lodge ! 
Surely, if this manner of worship he 
wrong in the one place, it munt he 
wrong in the other. We have witness- 
. ed some of the bauelnl i-flccts of 
’this Templar ritualism on the feel- 
ings and conduct of some of the mem- 
bers of our churches nnd congregations 
The simple services of our holy religi n 
have become less attractive. Rtiual- 
slic performances nro plad for and sup- 
ported. The ,huaka of a Good Tem- 
plar lodge are preferred to the hreadof 
the father’s house. Some of oui 
ohurchos nnd families have reaped first 
fruiis from this organintion already; 


may boast of the victories it has achiev- 
ed, and the good it has done) just as 
quack doctors append to their adver- 
tisements whole hosts of marvelous 
cures; hut, on examination, we find 
the one as valueless as the other; and 
the mischief wrought far greater thsni 
any lasting good accomplished. 

Dear Christian Brethren — There are 
other demons in the world hesides 
diunkennesa: there are other ways to 
woe hesides the way which lies through 
ihe gin palace. S une of ihese are 
more Buhtlc and insidious, hut as sure- 
ly conduct to the same termination. In 
our efforts to close the one — and let no 
right effort be wanting — let us take 
care not to ally ourselves with those 
who, hy professing to aid u-, open sev- 
eral others, and flatter those whom 
they seduce to walk therein, that they 
are on the way to liherty and Hear- 


are the light of the world. Ye can not 
serve Ood and Mammon. Dear Chris- 
tian brothor, will you take the words of 
our Master, put them aide hy side with 
your Masonry, and make them a mat- 
ter of earnest prayer!

The lteliglun of Freenusonry. 

A Master Ma-on, an intimate friend 
”f mine and a strong believer in the d'g- 
uity and suffi nenoy of the church as a 
religious siciety, was recently claiming 
that Freemasonry does not pretend to 
he a religion or to contain all that is 
necessary for the salvation of mankind. 
He remarked that the outside world 
knows hut little of the real character of 
the institution aud off-red me eu an- 
cient looking hook to read which , he 
said, would give me light. It is an 
abridged edition of "Ahiman Rczon,” 
published in 1872, ' 'hy order of the 
Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania,” as the 
title page declares. From pages six 
and seven of the preface I copy thie lan- 
guage : ’‘Certain it is that, when the 
first man was formed in the image of 
God, the principles of Masonry were 
stamped upon his heart hy the great 
Architect of the Universe. Thus in- 
structed from above, Masonry was prac- 
ticed in the bowers of Paradise. Tho 
same principles were afterward renewed 
and placed upon everlasting foundations 
by the wisdom of hie glorious Son ; and 
hey are daily cultivated through the 
grace and goodness of his divine Spirit ,” 
What can this he but a elaim that Free 
Masonry te a direct revelation from God 
and that it contains all saving truth > 
If Masonic Christians really believe this, 
why need they care to plant and nour 
ish churches and missions! But if 
they consider this authorized language 
aa a false and impious boast, why con- 
tinue to give their indue nee to make the 
ignorant and unsuspecting believe it! 
Do they not. know that thousands sre de 
pending on Masonry alone to secure ad- 
admittance to Heaven! Only the other 
day I asked an old man of fair intelli- 
gence what was his religious belief ; he 
replied that Masonry wag religion 
enough, if one lived up to its teachings

Specie Payments and Kxtrnrngnnec- 

The following from the New York 
Times may throw some light on one 
of i he monetnry problems growing out 
of the preseat panic. The return to 
specie payment ia ahly advocated by 
many of our most i el la Die journals; the 
difficulty is in the solu ion of the prob- 
lem, How can it he done so that the 
cost of the experiment will not exceed 
the benefit: • 

It would he a mistake to suppose that 
every one favors the resumption of spe- 
cie payments. All ih se who want to 
grow rich, or at least mak« a living with- 
out the sweat of the hrow, Oppose il; 
ibey would very much prefer an addi- 
tional currency issue of some sort, with 
the hope of rising up m the bubble that 
it inflates. Every man who wnnts to 
fl vat questionable railway bonds or wa- 
tered stock; ail proprietors of mining 
property who prefer to “exploit” tiie 
credulity of the sanguine hy eclliog 
them hauzomely engraved share cer- 
tificates, wurth, perhaps, the paper upon 
whieh they sre printed, rather than 
extract wealth from the h -wcls of the 
earth; all the purchasers of farms with- 
in fifty miles of New York that have 
cut them up into building lots in ad- 
vance of legitimate demand, all, in a 
word, who haste to get rich, not by 
the creation of material wealth, hut by 
speculative and lazy methods, naturally 
enough prefer a larger amount of deter- 
iorated circulating medium, which 
makes them seem rich even if they are 
not so. Their holdings are quoted 
higher in dollars, hut they entirely ig- 
nore the fact that these dollars have 
a proportionately smaller purchasing 
power, while, on the other band, this 
seeming wealth leads to bahits of ex- 
travagance, which tempt the entire com- 
munity to live beyond, rather than 
within, its means. Indeed, the general 
complaint of the increased cost of living 
should be referred to this cause quits 
as much as to the deterioration of the 
currency. Take the western communi- 
ty, for instance. The frugal eimplicity 
of backwoods life has been qui te given 
up of late years, Men want the luxur- 
ies of advanced civilization for their fam- 
ilies, and then wonder and grumble be- 
cause their accumulations ere not as 
rapid as they onco were. Until very 
rcently, the mercantile classes were not 
averse to an irredeemable paper cur- 
rency, which seemed to give greater 
husiness animation, and seoure a more 
plentiful supply of mousy; hut we 
think that the unfortunate experiences 
of the last two years have tended t 
deceive them.

Dedication of the 1'hlludclpbln Tem- 
ple. 

The following report of proceedings 
at the Philadelphia dedication is (rom 
the Christian Statesman of lest week; 

The magnificent Masonic Temple, on 
Broed street, inline city, was dedicated 
during the past week with imposing 
ceremonies. We give e specimen of 
their exercises without comment, which , 
for sensitive consciences, we judge un- 
necessary.

D -'“ l ''n tor D agree* , Printed lor Deacon T. T. Gnrnoy, who 
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proceeded to Stafford, a village about six miles cost from 
Batavia. On arriving there Miller was seized by two men 
ntid conducted to a room in the third story of a stone build- 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masonic lodge room. In this room 
lie was guarded hy five men, who said they were acting as 
assistant! to French, aud under his orders. While thus 
secluded and guarded, his founsel with 4 or 5 of his friends ar- 
rived, andthe former after some short detontion was permitted 
hy Fraucli to see him. Tho constable was then asked for a 
sight, or description of the warrant by virtue of which lie 
held Miller in custody, but he steadily refused to exhibit or 
describe it; but still left no doubt ox the mind of Miller or his 
counsel, that the warrant was in a criminul proceeding, 
and at length avowed that it had been issued by a magis- 
trate at Le Roy. It should here be stated that about 3 days 
before the successive arrests of Morgun and Miller, Daniel 
Johns, whose sudden appearance at Batavia has been men- 
tioned, suddenly disapproved from that place. A short time 
after Miller's introduction to the lodge room at Stafford, this 
same Daniel Johns entered the room, holding in his band a 
drawn sword, nnd walked with lurge aud quick steps across 
the room, and, as Miller describes it, seemed anxious to 
inspire terror ieto the captive. Miller however ventured to re- 
monstrate with him, having learned income way which Itocun- 
not recollect, that Johns was his prosecutor. > Johns however 
answered in a voice that faltered a little, " Miller, I am only 
doing what I have been ordered to do." During his deten- 
tion lit the room, one of the guards told him in language 
loud enough to be heard by all in the room, that lie was not 
to be tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried by an ordinary tribunal, but was going where Mor- 
gan was. Miller naked, “What tribunal I" He replied, "You will 
see." The others made no remarks iu denial or explanation, 
hut he heard one man say to another, "Miller is nothing hut 
an entered apprentice." To detail all tho evasive falsehoods 
and idle assertions, by which French and his coadjutors en- 
deavored to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, would he a useless waste of our 
own lime and the patiettca of the reader. 

It was muuifcst that the couspi ratals wished to consume 


the time until night should favor the completion of their 
projects, and that to proceed to Lc Roy was no part of tbeir 
plan, if it could he avoided. But in the course of the nfter- 
leritoon, French, seemingly hy inadvertence, admitted tha 
the process he had against Miller was in fact a process in a civil 
suit; and from that time his resolution seemed somewhat 
shaken. About dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise end tumult, to Lc Hoy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed hefore the justice, who had issued the 
warrant. French then gave directione to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared. Milter staid in the office about half 
an hour, during which time the juetice rolled for the consta- 
hlc and warrant, hut neither constable, warrant, or plaintiff 
fippenivd, and the justice informed Mr. Miller that he 1 .as 
at liherty to go where be pleased. Thia was about nine 
o'clock iu the evening. It appeared from the docket of tbo 
magistrate that a warrant had been issued against Miller, 
and one John Davids, on the oath and at the request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Davids bed been also arrested hy the direc- 
tions of French, but the sheriff of the county Informed 
them that he was in his custody on the jail limits, upon 
which he was discharged from the arrest Miller having 
thus obtained permission to return, was making tlie hest of 
hi. way to a public house, when French and Johns auddenly 
anueared again. The former endeavored to seize Miller hy the 
collar, and rolled loudly for help to retake the pnsoner-- 
Johns asked if there was no person there who would help to 
secure that man. But although attempts were made to regain 
possessionofMiller.be succeeded in reaching a public hoii"- 
ind after another ineffectual attempt hy French and bis 
associates to prevent him, he returned late at night toBatam, 
nnd relieved his family from terror and alarm. That this 
lawless assemblage of men took place for the purpose of se- 
curing the arrest of Miller, hy virtue of a process never in- 
tended to he acted upon, we shall tako no trouble to show to 
the public. We have conclusive proof from the express dec- 
larations of those who led the troop, aud from various other 
sources, that one of the ohiccts they had in view was to pull 
down the office of Miller, if that should be necessary for tha 
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The advice of the Puritan father 
his boo was (we remeinher one case of 
of suob advice very dieiinctly) Fever 
do any tiling in private which you 
would be unwilling to have known open 
ly. If this rule is followed, wlutt need 
is thereof secret societies! Why nra 
Masons bo unwilling to have iheir se- 
crets known that they swear to kill those 
who disclose them? 

If there is any one lessou whioh the 
American should teach his eons ubove 
all others, it is to shun secret arts, and 
secret, uoderhanded ways; to uvoid 
them ob trails of character wholly un- 
worthy of true, self reliant manhood, 
and especially of the man wbo is io help 
govern by his example and opinions 
millions of bin felluw-men. The Ameri- 
can boy should be taught to despise ac- 
cretive arts, and to he ou his guard 
against all tho.e who practice them, ev 
en though the practicers of them should 
eat of the sop from the same dish with 
himself. 

After good works it is the natural 
disposition of man to sleep; and during 
such sleep the adversary sows his fires. 
The people feel that in abolishing slav- 
ery, they have done a good work, and 
are disposed to sleep; to make money; 
to enjoy themselves, and take no thought 
for the morrow but for tho riches. But 
such is precisely the time that the ad- 
versary, like the pick pocket, is about, 
seeking to pilfer from th- conscience its 
last remaining temples. 

When the conquering Turk Btruck bis 
paw upon the capital of the East, he 
scattered the last relics of Grecian 
literature — the New Testament among 
them— and they fell upon Europe like 
sparks of living fire upon tinder, rous- 
ing it to a new life of progress and re- 
form. But quite different is likely to 
be the result of that other great event, 
the Franco-Prussian war. As a result 
of that war, Jesuitism has been routed 
from its strong-holds, and scattered to 
the West litre in the rich soil of 
English and American liberty, ils seeds 
readily take root and grow.

ter against tho enmity of the old world, 
so oven now Jesuitism is Seeing thither 
from that world; and sha'l we prepare 
for it a li os pi table reception hy teach- 
ing our children its own secret arts and 
double-dealings?

So says the reverend editor of the 
Christian Union in aDswer to the 
question, “ What is your opinion of 
Freemasonry nnd other secret socie- 
ties!” 

Not heing a college graduate I have 
always supposed I could learn some- 
thing from the writings of such emi- 
neut statesmen and Christian philan- 
thropists as J. Q Adams, W. H. Sew- 
ard, D.iaiel Webster, Thaddeus Stevens, 
Richard Rush, Wm.

The card was written In 
to bind a manner that I believe Misons 
did not censure them severely, I did 
bops some paper would republish it in 
connection with tho notice of the death 
of this great and good man, The card 
was signed Lewis Tappan, Rev. M. L. 
R. Perine, Rev. Chauncey Eddy, Rev. 
Joel Parker, Heniy Bradley, and nine 
others, thus:— 

We, the undersigned, raving formal- 
ly associated with Freemasons, deem it 
our duty, without intending to inorease 
the excitement or wound the feelings of 
our Mi. oi.ic brethren, publicly to de- 
clare llmt the system of Freemasonry 
is, in our judgment, ol a tendency on 
the whole, pernicious to the moral hah- 
its, and diingerous to tbe civil nnd 
religious institutions of our country."

But this editor tells something about 
Masonry, Perhaps he had Dot duly 
pondered over ’* the first covenant and 
vow he made in a Masonic lodge," of 
which he lovingly cautioned the broth- 
er to ever conceal, nnd never reveal 
any part or parts, etc. 

Hero is the revelation: “ Masonry in- 
culcates in the minds of its members 
sweeter and more divine feelings ol 
brotherly love, independent of creeds 
or sects, than any denomination of re- 
ligion, irrespective of the awful, horrid, 
heathenish oaths conferred on tbe ini 
t'ste. It teaches to promote a hrother’s 
welfare whenever in our power." 

I think 1 learned from this one num- 
ber that the sermon must have taken

Though not present at the dedica- 
tion of the Masonic Temple recently ii 
our city, I learn from the daily pa- 
pers that the "consecration prayer was 
made hy Rev. Brother John Chamhers, 
D. D,, Grand Chaplain; alsoatanoth- 
er part of the ceremonies, “prayer was 
offered hy Rev, Richard H. Allen, 
Grand Chaplain," 

Now the question arises, To what 
God did these men pray, ou that occa- 
sion? They did not pray in the name 
of Christ; and hence, they did not 
pray to the Christian’s God, the God 
revealed in the Bible is ‘‘God in 
Christ;” and out of Christ he is not ac- 
cessihlo in prayer. Christ saith, “No 
man cometh unto the Father hut by 
me." Now, ns these ministers of Christ 
did not pray to ihst God, who is “God 
in Christ,” to what God did they pray ? 

The command of the God of the Bi 
hie is, “Whatsoever ye do, in word or 
deed, do all in tbe name of the Lord 
Jesus; giving thanks to God and the 
Father by him.

Sponges. 


The work of procuring sponges, as 
pursued at Tunis, requires great skill 
ou the part of the sponge Sahara, who 
are principally Greeks, Sicilians, and 
Arahs. Gf these tho Greeks are the 
most expert in their vocation. The 
sponge fishery is most actively carried 
on during the months of December, Jan- 
uary and Fehruary, as at otherseasona 
the places where the sponges exist are 
overgrown witb sea weade. Th* storms 
during November and December destroy 
and sweep away the thick marine vege- 
tation and leave the sponges exposed to 
view. They are obtained by spearing, 
diving with or without the a-sistnnee of 
an apparatus, and by dredging with a 
machine similar to an oyster dredge, 
ft is in spearing the sponges that tbe 
greatest dexterity is shown. The spears 
used by the Greeks are shorter than 
those employed hy tha natives, hut they 
nnnage them with such adroitness ss 
lometimcs to reach tbe sponges cot- 
■red hy sixty feet of water. The Brit- 
ish Vice-Consul at Tunis reports that 
Greeks hold in their bands three 
r spesra, and dart them with such 
precision, one after the other, that he- 
fore the first has lime to disappear un- 
dsr the surface the second strikes it* up- 
per extremity, and thus give* it addition- 
al inipetu* to reach the sponge aimed 
at. Wherever a *pongei* removed a new 
e ia produed within a year to take 
plac*. The finest sponges are found 
the Mediterranean, the ohief market 
heing Smyrna Coarse sponges are 
procured in great numbers in the waters 
of the Bahamas, and formau important 
article of export from those islands. A 
very good article of sponge is found on 
the const of Florida, where the supply 
so great that, if thefisheriea wsra ac- 
tively prosecuted, it would suffice for 
the consumption of the United StAtei.

Health of School Children. 


The ohstaclos which medical writers 
inform us stand in the way of puhlic 
, education for children are so formidable 
I that it is no wonder a large portion of 
our readers who have children of their 
own are dispirited, and feel either like 
giving up the contest in despair or trur 
ing to some happy chance hy which 
tlieir little ones may be got through in 
safety. Chief among these ohataclee 
appear to he bad ventiletion, the fore- 
ing process, and insufficient relaxation 
for younger pupils. Half of thi 
rors are to be attrihuted to parents and 
teachers, and the other hall to school 
boards and school architects. A gene- 
ral ignorance of what tbe health of chil- 
dren demands epitomizes the whole 
matter, for it esn scarcely be helieved, 
if wisdom existed in the quarters where 
we are necessitated to look for it, that 
the evil would not soon correct itself. 
But ignorant parents send their child- 
ren to ignorant teachers, in schools 
huilt hy ignorant architects, and gov- 
erned by ignorant hoards However 
intelligent these men and women may 
be in certain respects (and many of 
them are intelligent only ae to tbe 
means of getting as much out of the 
way as possible of the trouhle entailed 
by duty), they are ignorant of hygienic 
principles involved in the proper educa- 
tion of young children. The jurisdiction, 
which should he in tbe hands of men 
of wide, absorbent intellects and deep, 
affectionate, unselfish hearts, is deter- 
mined hy a puny and disgusting politi- 
cal preference. The ambition of the 
architect is limited to producing a

The 
blindfolding; pinioning the arms; the 
guttural and sepulchral tones; the run- 
ning, bruising, terrifying, and general 
bamboozing of tbe Freshman, were all 
copied from Yale, where they are es- 
caped only by the sons of wealthy 
parents hy the payment of large sums 
of money, end inflicted without mercy 
poor and ‘‘stingy” students. A 
young lawyer of Massachusetts, who 
had himself shared tkesB initiations, 
told me, at his own table, that, though 
the aon of temperance parents, the 
money which he paid in went in part 
for a supper with champagne and other 
liquorsl And the above mentioned 
professor assured me that prominent 
citizens of New Haven had witnessed 
these infamous and degrading initia- 
tions as the body of the member# of the 
Cornell Fraternity looked on, "amus- 
ed,” while their masked performers 
were pinioning the arms, blindfolding 
and running, at midnight (as it proved 
to his death), young Mortimer Leg- 
gett. 

But the mere brutal horse play of 
initiation, if that were all, would be 
compratively harmless. These perform- 
ances are part of a system as nid as the 
Pyramids, and as extensive as nur race. 
A missionary from Africa, if aa intelli- 
gent one, will describe to you the ini- 
tions of those degraded tribes, at mid- 
sight, in rooms cut out in tho denee 
chapparal, where the iniliete is staked 
on the ground, face downwardjterrified 
by the pounding of the earth with clube 
near his head; and, in that state sworn 
to eecrecy and obedience to his supe- 
riors, to conceal their doings aad obey 
their mandates. A missionary from 
Lataksiynh, on the east ehore of the 
Mediterranean, last month gave me a 
lengthy account of a secret order in that 
country, w ho begin their initiation ol 
I boys at the age of 12 yeare.

verdict was rendered by the Coroner's 
jury nn the evening of the 16th inst: 

The jury being duly charged ind 
sworn to inquire on the part of the peo- 
ple when, where, and bow the said 
Mortimer M.Leggett came to his death, 
do find that said Mortimer M. Leggett, 
a student of Cornell University, came 
to Ins death on the night of Oot, to, 

1873, hetween the hours of 9 and 10 
o’clock, by accidentally falling from a 
olid on the south sideofSix Mils Creek, 
in the village of Ithaca, TompkinsCoua- 
ty. New York. 

The witaesses were the physician 
who attended the injured men, e pro- 
fessor la the University, who ia a mem- 
ber of the Society, and sevea students, 
also memhers of the Society. 

The evidence show, that Liggett 
and another student were to join the 
“Kappa Alpha” Society on the night of 
the accideuL Before the formal initia- 
tion the candidate was, according to 
custom, to he led hltndfolded to some 
lonely spot, in this instance nearly a 
mile from the village, in the dry hed 
of Six Mile Creek, which could here he 
reached hy a secure path. The hlind 
was to be then and there removed, and 
the candidate to renew his pledge of 
desire to join the Society; he was then 
again to he blindfolded and led bark to 
the rooms, where the initiation cere- 
monies, described 


very impressive 
acd enjoyable, would take place. All 
agree that none of the preliminaries 
consist in taking candidates to danger- 
ous places in order to terrify them; al- 
so that none had been drinking; also 
that no ill-treatment of any kiud 
intended or offered; and that Leggett 
made uo opposition.

inquest, and to atudy the whole 
evidence, together with the method of 
its elucidation, I know nothing of legal 
discrimination*, but the verdict of a 
coroner's jury is presumably intalligihle 
to the common mind. Leggett volun- 
tarily put hinnelf ia charge of these 
young men. From the moment of his 
hlindfolding he was as helpless and ir- 
responsible for his own safety as as in- 
fant; more so than is a passenger who 
inters a railway train; and it was the 
duty of those assuming this charge to 
protect him from ell avoidable harm. 
The only causes of death which they 
could not avoid, would he an earth- 
queke, a lightning stroke, tbe fall of a

Before do- 
ing so, I ought to say I am 
scious of personal hostility to secret 
fraternities. During my studont con- 
nection with the^ssientific and medical 
schools of Hsrvard University I lived 
hnme. and knew nothing of them 
except through a fellow- student, whoso 
intimate friend waa a member of one. 
The impression received was not favor- 
ihlo, but when, six years later, I be- 
:ame connected with tho Cornell Uni- 
versity, I think that no strong preju- 
lice remained. My acquaintance with 
memhora of secret eocictica, while never 
ite, has not been injuriously 
affected'by the mere fact of their mem- 
bership, nor have I ever knowingly 
done them injustice or suffered it at 
tbeir hands. I claim, therefore, to be 
capable of a fair and impartial consid- 
eration of the matter, upon general 
-insipid. 

I do not know whather aecret organ- 
xtiona eiiat in the scientific or medical 
bools; at any rate, I never jolaed ono, 
and have, therefore, uo direct informa- 
tion reapeoting tbeir purposaa or their 
iparatione. Nerartbilaia, I decline to 


varyiag degrees natural aad 
harmless; hut oaly ia so far as they do 
not conflict with the fellowship of men 
— with the recognition of the higbei 
law. “Ahove all nations is human- 
ity.” 

Not that ail are to associate together 
or upon tho same level; human aature 
forbids, end reason shows, the physical 
impossibility; but the unbiased mind 
will readily see that any bond which 
incapacitates him, however little, for 
an impartial recognition of 
worth in all mankind, or which leads 
him, however slightly, to uphold oer- 
tain individuals or organizations agaiust 
his innsr convictions of right and wrong, 
must be injurious to his mental and 
moral freedom and progress. Do wise 
men form intimate busmessconncctioae 
with acquaintances of a few week’ 
standing! Would not a merchant just- 
ly suspect tbe motives of such a 
paretive stranger wbo asked adi 
to bis commercial coefidencet 
here is a matter of mere dollars and 
cents, and the terms of aco partnership 
ipenly announced. Is then a youth 
justified in forming an alliance, defen- 
sive at least, with others whom he bis 
known for a few months at tbe moat, 
upon a hasis of mutual agreement which 
virtually binds him to be intimate with 
them only and forever, and to stand 
hy them under nearly all circumstan- 
ces! And ought he not rather to infer 
their early solicitation ie founded 
at the hext upon his supposed social 
position of means, rather than upon 
their conviction that he is one calcula- 
ted shore all others to help them in 
hard work of life in and out of col- 
lege! No assertion is here made, hut 
the question is a feir one. And doss 
he realize that in a few years he 
i man, a member of society, s 
len of the state, placed, parhapa, 
position requiring absolute freedom 
of thought and act! that he msy be a 
hushaed aad father, the center of it 
fsmily circle and the repository of all 
the secrets which his family relation 
involves f Can he fauly and honorably 
p up in intimate relation wdb a 
arge body of individuals whote'eorpor- 
proceadingi are kept from bia wifs 
and children, for no reason which ona 
comprehand, or which he eould 
sin, even if be would!

It ia 
difficult to see why the same kiadly 
relations cannot he maintained without 
the seoreey ; and it ia a slur upon hotb 
Providence and humeu nature to hold 
that tbe door of oharity can be opened 


gradual from insucont, and, perhaps” 
earnest eflort at mutual improvement, 
through harmless misehief, malice, 
plotting, slander, aetual violoncc to 
others, dissipation, and debauchery 
among themselves.

Without pretending to more than

Granting that in some societies the 
customs are hetter than tboso above 
descrihed, I know others for which our 
picture is not overdrawn.

-ould he in the presence of their moth 
rs and sisters 1 Any admitted differ- 
nca for the worse ia to be ascrihed, in 
part at least, to the secrecy of their 
arrangements.

Some time since (it was at the time

Now, at length, the volcano which 
wss thought to he capped has hurst 
out again. The New York Tribune of 
Nov. let informs us that William F, 
West had preferred charges against 
Tilton for elandering Beecher; and the 
committee brought in a report, culmin- 
ating thus: — 

“ Whereas Theodore Tilton, a mem- 
ber of this (Plymouth) church, has 
abandoned bia connection with the 
church hy prolonged absence,” etc. 
"Therefore, Resolved, that the name of 
Theodore Tilton he struck from the 
roll, " elc. 

This is the way the Plymouth (I) 
church committee of discipline dispose 
of charges of slander against their pas- 
tor for habitual whoredom, viz: hy 
striking from the roll the name of the 
man who accuses him; aud wbose wife 
in alleged to bare heen seduced hy hoi 
pastor, Mr. Beecher. 

Id this church meeting Mr. Tilton 
appeared nnd challenged Mr. Beecher 
to accuac him; if he (Beecher) 
augbt against bim I as if neither God 
nor the church, nor human nature had 
aught to do with the esse; nohody, 
fact, hut Mr. Beecherl ’If tho facts 
were as Tilton stated, viz: That Mr. 
Beecher preached to hie mistresses every

Mr. Beecher then took the plntform, 
and, if properly reported, made a 
speech seldom equalled in the annals 
of human corruption.

PRS AM0LE. 

It is a fact well known that secret so- 
cieties are exerting a most hurtful and 
corrupting influence in cburch and state. 
The pulpit, tbe press, tbe legislative 
liall and the court-room are largely un- 
der the iuflueuco of secret societies and 
rings; minisiers of the gospel are ter- 
rified hy lodge men until they fear to 
"peak a word against false religion ex- 
isting in their midst, and inmeny cases 
aro so charmed hy the glittering show 
of theso false worshippers tbat they 
worship with them at their shrines. 
The public press ie closed to an alarm- 
ing extent against any thiug Aoli-mason- 
ic, while it publishes with delight that 
which favors aecretism. It seeks the 

fnendehip of the world. Nominating 

conventions are so controlled hy these 
voclelles, that lodgemen, especially 
Freemasons, ohtaiu an undue propor- 
tion of the offices of trust. Secret 
signs nnd ohhgntiona in many cases 
make cr-urla of justice a mere farce, 
iu order that we mny do the will of 
God, the father of our Lord Jesus 
in aiding in this reform we or- 
ganize ourstlves under the following 
ooNeTiruTiON. 

Art. I. This a-sociation shall he 
known as tbe Indiana Christian Anti- 
•crecy Aiscciation. It shall he aux- 
iliary to tbe National Assoeation of 
Christians opposed to secret societies. 

II. Its ol’ject ahull he to expose the 
lorkings of secret societies; to show 

tbe anti-Christiau and anu-repuhhean 
character of these societies; and to free 
tbe pulpit, the press, the legislative 
ball, and the court room from the con- 
controlling influence of lodgi-men end 

III. The officers of this association 
shall be s president, a vice president for 
each county so far aa practicable, * sec- 
retary, n coi responding secretary, and 

treasurer. All of whom ih ill he elect 
ed annually. 

IY. It ehall be the duty of the pres- 
ident to preside at the meetings of the 
association, and to altoud to such other 
duties as usually belong to presideuta of 
Associations. Tbe vicc-presidente shall 
preside (>n order) in tbe absence of the 
president, and organize associations in 
i heir respective counties. The secre- 
tary ehall keep a record of the proceed- 
ing of the Association ins book provid- 
'd for that purpose. Tue correspond' 
ing secretary shall attend to the corres- 
pondence of the Association. Tbe tress- 
ihall hold the funds of the Asso- 
i,and pay outthe same on the or- 
der of tbe Association or the pres- 
ident. 

The hoard of officers ehall con- 
a quorum. Tbe president of 
the Aiatciution ehall ho chaiimun of 
committee, and shall call them to- 
gether by notice through the Cynosure 
' by mail. 

Vi. The regular meetings of the 
Association shall he held at the call of 
tbe, Executive Committee, or by vote of 
the Association. 

VII. Any person by signing this 
constitution becomes a memher of tbis 
Association. 

VIII. Any county association, or 
ecclesiastical organization within the 
stale of Indiana shall be entitled to rep- 
resentation in the meetings of this AS- 
IA. The constitution may he amend- 
ed nt any regular meeting hy a vote of 
two thirds of the memhers present.

Itltnal of the Grange. 

FONSRXL OKKEUOKUS, 

This part of the ritual will probably 
be more familiar to the public than any 
other yet published in these columns. 
We may therefore he more brief. 

The funeral ceremonies of the grange 
are as fantastical aa are those of the 
hired mourners of the East and nearly 
as ohirusive as of the mother order of 
Freemasonry. The mate members meet 
at the graoge, each with the badge of 
mourning (hlack and white ribhon on the 
irm) and march four abreast, with mu- 
,to if they want it, to the resideoce of 
he deceased. Each memher male aod 
female, carries a small b quet of fl>w- 
i, fresh, dried, or artificial, The“sis- 
■e" and “brothers" of the '‘order" fol- 
low the relatives and hearse. At the 
■etery the "brothera" farm to the 
right and left and the procession moves 
the grave helween the lines. The 
master now takes charge of the ceremo' 
uy and eays; ’ Worthy hrolbcrs and 
sisters, it be-omes our duty to pay a 
tribute of respect to a worlhy 
(brother). Let us remember that we 
must needs die, and are as water spilt 
upon the ground, which cannot be 
gathered up again; neither does God 
-especi any peraoa, yet doth be devise 
nean->that his banished he not expelled 
from him. W orthy chaplain let us bow in 
prayer," All then repeet the Lord’s 
prayer. Ths chaplain then reads the 
lowing: .... ‘Patrons, we arei 
again called to separate from a worthy 
(brother); hut let us rememher there 
s healing in the hittercup. God takes 
.way from us those we love, as hos- 
tages ol our faith; and to those who 
look farward lo a reunion in aoother 
world, where there will be no aepera- 
the evening of life becomes more 
delightful than the moroing. and the 
let offer* brighter aod lovelier via- 
thao those which we huild up in 
morning clouds, and which a. pear 
before the strength of day. Faith is 
precious afahemy which transmits 
grid into joy, nnd makes afilctioo ap- 
pear what it really is, a dispensation of 
mercy. Ileaveu and God are best dis- 
cerned through tears- scarcely perhaps, 
discerned at all without them. The 
jonstant association of prayer with the 
hour of hereavemeat aod the scenes of 
ieath suffice to show this. Wo must 
be made perfect through suffering; hut 
‘be struggle by night will hring the 
lulmness of the morning. Tha prayer 
jf deliverance cals down the power of 
endurance, and while to the reluctant 
their crosa is too heavy to be home, it 
i light to the heart of williog trust," 
These remarks may he very consoling, 
but they have only human wisdom and 
raoiiy to make them so. A hymn is 
hen aung and the male grangers pass 
around the grave, hreaking apart their 
nosegays aod dropping them into the 
grave. Ths chaplain then reads Ec- 
.lesiasteaxii. 1-7, and the xxiii. Psalm. 
Toe coffin is then lowered; the "sisters 
is around and throw their flowers in- 
the grave; followed hy the master 
and pall-bearers who make a like de- 
posit while another hymn ta being sung. 
The master then proceeds: "A gno- 
is rather to bo chosen than prec- 
ointment and the day of one's 
death than iho day of ona’e birth. (He) 
-ball go as (he) came aad came aad 
take nothing of (his) labor whith (he) 
may carry away in (lne) hand;" toad 
soleinly raising a handful of enrlh he 
tprinklee it on the grave saying: 

"In ihe name of the — Grange,! pro- 
nouoce the words, (Brother)— , fare- 
ell." 

The ohaplain concludea this farcicel 
remooy wilh a prayer and hcuedie- 
on, which may seem to be more de- 
nit, but is really more bypocriticu 1 , It 
a crowoing device of the devil to pul 
solemn words into the mouths of uore- 
gencrate men while they are befooled 
hy the thought that tjiey are worship- 
ping. The following prayer wna not 
prepared for Christian men, nor is it 
likely by Christian men. but indi finitely 
for any who might use it in tire graoge 
ceremooies. Its nbom-nshlc sin Allots- 
is therefore more apparent. It is an 
(iff-ring of ‘'strange fire." It reads: 
" Almighty God, we give thee hearty 
ilmnks for tho good examples ot all 
those thy servnofa, who, having finish 
td thoir course in faith, do now rest 
flora iheir labors. And we beseech 
thee thet we, with all thopo who are 
now departed in the true faith of thy 
holy name, may have our perfeet con- 
summation nnd bliss, both in hody and 
soul, in thy eternal nod everliating glo- 
ry; through Jesus Christ our Lord.

S r John McDonald, Governor General, 
resigned with his cabinet, and an entire 
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proceeded to Stafford, e village about six miles east from 
Batavia. Gn arriving there Miller was seized by two meu 
and conducted to a room in the third story of a stouo build- 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masoaic lodge room. In this room' 
he was guarded by five men, who siud they were acting as 
assistants to French, and under Ins orders. While thus 
secluded and guarded, his couosel with 4 or 6 of hie friends ar- 
rived, uudtlie former after some short detention was permitted 
hy French to seo him. Tbe constublo was then asked for a 
sight, or description of the warrant by virtue of which he 
held Miller in custody, hut lie steadily refused to exhibit or 
describe it; hut still left no doubt oa the mind of Miller or his 
counsel, that the warrant was in a criminal proceeding, 
and at length avowed tlmt it had heeu issued by a magis- 
trate at Le Roy. It should hero be stated that about 8 days 
beforo tbo successive arrests of Morgan end Miller, Daniel 
Johns, tv hose sudden appearance nt Batavia bus heen men- 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from that place. A short time 
efter Miller’s iotroduclion to the lodge room at Stafford, this 
same Daniel Johns entered tho room, holding in his hand a 
drawn sword, and walked with large and quick steps across 
tbo room, and, as Miller descrihes it, seemed onxious to 
inspire terror into the captive. Miller however ventured to re- 
monstrate with him, having learoed in some way which he can- 
not recollect, that Johns was bis prosecutor. Johos however 
answered in a voice that faltered a little, "Miller, I am only 
doing what I have been ordered to do." During Iris deten- 
tion in the room, one of the guards told him in language 
loud enough to be heard by all in the room, that ho was not 
to be tried at Lc Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried hy an ordinary tribunal, but was going where Mor- 
gan was. Miller asked,” WhattrihunaU” He replied, 11 You will 
see.” The others mado no remarks in denial or explanation 
but he heard ooe man say to another, “Miller is nothing but 
an entered apprentice,” To detail nil the evasive falsehoods 
and idle assertions, by which French nnd his coadjutors en- 
deavored to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, would be a useless wuate of our 
own timo aud the patience of the reader. 

ft was manifest that the conspirators wished to coasume 
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the time until night ahould favor tbe completion of their 
projects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could he avoided. But in the course of the after 
teruoon, French, seemingly hy inadvertence, admitted tha 
the process he had against Miller was in fact a process in a civil 
suit; and from that time his resolution seemed somewhat 
shaken. About dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Roy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed before the justice, who. had issued the 
wurnmt. French then gnve directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared. Miller staid ia the office ahout half 
an hour, during which time the justice called for tho consta- 
ble and warrant, hut neither constable, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, and tbo justice ioformed Mr. Miller that he dr- 
at liberty to go where be pleased. This was about nine 
o'clock in the evening.*. 1 1 appeared from the docket of the 
magistrate thnt a warrant had been issued agaiast Miller, 
and one John Dnvids, on the oath and at the request of Dna- 
iel Johns; John Davids had been also arrested by the dime- 
tions of French, hut the sheriff of the county informed 
them that be was in his custody on the jail limits, upon 
which he was discharged from the nrrest. Miller having 
thus obtained permission to return, was making the best of 
his way to a public' house, when French and Johns suddenly 
appeared ngain. The former endeavored to seize Miller by the 
collar, and called loudly for help lo retake the prisoner — 
Johns usked if there was no person there who would help to 
secure that man. But although attempts were made to regain 
possession of Miller, he succeeded in reaching a public hou'» 
and after another ineffectual attempt by French and his 
associates to prevent him. he returned latent night to Batavia, 
and relieved his family from terror and alarm. That this 
Inwlcss assemblage of men took plnce for the purpose of se- 
curing the errest of Miller, by virtuo of n process never in- 
tended to be ected upon, we shall tnko no trouble to show to 
tho public. Wo hnvo conclusive proof from the express dec- 
larations of those who led the troop, nnd from various other 
sources, tlmt one of the objects they Lad ia view was to pull 
down the office of Mille., if that ahould bo necessary for tha 
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tention needed for study ; with involv- 1 

ing an expenditure w hioh many can ill I 
afford, and which all oould apply to! 
hetter advantage; with encouraging de- 
ceit of parents ; with furnishing a par- 
tial and - unfair aspect of persons and 
things; with being childish in princi- 
ple and more or less vicious in practice; 
and finally with doing all this in the 
pretended effort to accomplish certain 
good pnrposes which could be equally - 
well accomplished without the element 
of secrecy. 

When the evil of secret organisations 
ia once admitted to outweigh the good 
they accomplish, the remedy should be 
radical in its nature, although its effects 1 
may be slowly manifested. 

(1.) Let the members of secrot or- 
ganisations be at < nee looked upon as 
only “partial men;" a happy phrase 
employed by Haeckel to indicate the [ 
undeniable laet that only one-half, and 
that the poorer, belongs to humanity i 
— tbe better is a slave of a clique, 

(2.) Let ub deny their eligibility to 
any position of honor and trust involv- 
ing discrimination between individuals. 

(3 ) Let no woman marry uutil her 
suitor takes a solemn pledge never to 
remain in or join a secret organization of 
any kind, except for the protection of 
life, health or property during war or 
other exceptional circumstances. 

(4.) Let colleges prohibit the forma- 
tion or continuance of seoret societies; 
exact a pledge from every entering etu- 
dent; and if necessary make unhesitat- 
ing expulsion the penalty of member- 

(6. ) Let the reasons for thia action 
he embodied in a printed pamphlet to 
be placed in the hands of all who are 
or seek to become students, and sent 
likewise to their parents or guardians. 
Ten times the expense which this 
would involve would be eaved to the 
colleges in time and trouble. 

If for no other reason, we hail the 
admission of women as a means of sift- 
ing the secret society curse; they may 
thoughtlessly wear the hsdgee of their 
friepde’ societies or adopt their modes 
of thought; hut as long ss they are ex- 
oluded from or decline to enter the or- 
ganizations they mnst he ranked as op- 
ponents of the syetem; and where they 
are in the majority they may even out 
vote the echeming politicians of the 
other eex. 

Let the students seriously inquire 
whether social enjoyments, literary 
pursuits, or scienlfic investigations 
cannot he attained without recourse to 
a means at once eo offensive, cumher- 
aome, and futile as secret meetings. 
Let them see that in the only desira- 
ble Benee a family circle is a Becret, 
that ie, a private society, that a party 
for any purpose need embrace only in- 
vited and congenial guests. And let 
them resolutely deny themselves all 
each privileges as can only he enjoy- 
ed under lock and key, in the dark, or 
in a windowlesB monstrosity like a cer- 
tain hall at New Haven. It lias heen 
urged _upon me to confine these an- 
imadversions to college societies, in 
order to gain the support of the Masons, 
Odd fellowB, Hood Templars, Farmers’ 
granges, and other extra-collegiate se- 
cret organizations. This might he ex- 
pedient, especially if any thing like ade- 
cision hy ballot were aimed at. But as 
my only object at present is to awaken 
public attention, I prefer to s’ate my 
honeet conviction that, however be- 
nevolent may have been the original 
purposes of these combinations, ail their 
paraphernalia and mystic rights are 
just as much tomfoolery as those of any 
students' society. If, however the 
Masons, etc, , can prove themselves su. 
perior to college societies, so much the 
worse for the latter; if not, then eo 
the worse for them both. 

I am well aware that some of the 
opinions heie advanced are too radical 
to he agreeable, and that a certain 
amount of odium must follow their puh- 
lie expression. But on the other hand 
I am assured that they are shared by 
some in whose judgment I have great 
confidence, and that the great public 
outside of secret organizations will up- 
hold them in great measure. But 1 
am less desirous of establishing my o vn 
opinions ( which however, are not con- 
fined to myself) than of stimulating an 
untrammeled discusaion. I only re- 
gret to he called out of my legitimate 
sphere, because those whoshould lead in 
the matter are too often compromised by 
post or present ofiiliations. As ’•incom- 
plete individuals” they have my com- 
plete sympnthy and good wishes for an 
early reconstruction.

On a pleasant evening of last Sept- 
ember, we steamed away from the rush 
and roar of Chicago out upon the vast 
and restless hosom of the lake. And 
as we looked upon the mighty waters 
rising and falling with the impulse of a 
stiff breeze, a line of light stretching 
across the billow crests, straight to the 
moon, we felt that alter the toil and 
beat of the summerit was good to leave 
our tabor awhile to he rocked in the 
cradle of the deep, if not too roughly, 
and to contemplate tbe awful manifes- 
tations of him who holdeth the winds 
in his fist, and the water in the hollow 
of his hand. Ourhoat, the ‘’Caldwell" 
was seaworthy, the officers efficient and 
obliging, the passengers for the most 
part social and intelligent, and our trip 
on the whole pleasant and profitable. 
On the morning of the 5th we touched 
at Milwaukee, and while the inevitahle 
flour harrels were being rolled on board, 
we started for a hasty glance at the 
Cream City. Milwankee is like Chica- 
go on a Sahhath, the quiet streets are 
not filled with hurrying people, for the 
Jebu-like epirit ia entirely ahsent. 

From Milwaukee we hear obliquely 
across the lake towards the Michigan 
shore, but not in peace; with the after- 
noon came the wind, the ripples rose 
higher aud fell lower till they assumed 
the dignity of wave. On every orest 
curled a lip of foam and we unfortunate 
landsmen set ourselves to the some- 
what difficult task of the humorousWard, 
to keep inside of onr Btaterooma and 
outside of our dinner. Toward evening 
the weather became somewhat eettled, 
and when the sun flashed upon the 
waters tbe light of a new day, the waves 
had Inst their caps of white and rolled 
in hlue lines past the sides of our ves- 
sel. We were now in full view of the 
Michigan chore, the mountains on our 
left and the shaggy heed of the Sleep- 
ing Bear only a few longues in advance. 
Shortly after noon we rounded a head- 
land and entering the beautiful waters 
of Grand Traverse Bay touched at 
Northport to wood. Although the 
people of Northport have huilt their 
houses upou foundations of sand, they 
are not all foolish, for from heing the 
worst place of its size hetween Chinago 
and the Straits, they have reduced it to 
a quiet and orderly condition worthy of 
all prosperity. 

Soon after midnight we touched at 
Mackinaw with the mails, and when 
the light of the Sabbath broke upon 
the mist covered waters, wc were plough- 
ing our way through the hlue wavea of 
lake Huron; and we thought on the 
days when the powerful Hurons guided 
their canoes upon its waters, before the 
dreadful tomahawk of the Iroquois had 
almost exterminated the nation. 

During the day we mode the acquain- 
tance of Mies Josephine Henry of Ken 
dall County, 111., a reader of the Cyn- 
osure and an earnest friend of our 
cause. Traveling for her health under 
the care of a kind sister, ber vigorous 
mind was still employed in doing good, 
and it could not hare heen otherwise 
then pleasing to a Christian heart to 
see how in her weakness she sought to 
have the Lord’s day honored on board

Tho Victories of Fence. 

Cobden, who in his own seas carries 
more guns than other man in England, 
having received a panegyric pronounc- 
ed by eome clergymen on the charac- 
ter and services of ihe Duke of Welling- 
ton, has written three very long and 
able loiters in denial of the justness of 
the wars ofEng'and against France, 
and consequently of the right of Wel- 
lington, who led in these wars, to be 
considered as a good man or a public 
benefactor. He maintains at great 
length that tbe war against France was 
undertaken to put down the principles 
of freedom In referring to the im- 
measurable superiority of victories of 
peace over victories in war, he makes 
the following striking allusion to the 
moral heroism of the English Quakers 
amid the Irish famine: 

“A famine fell upon uenrly one half 
of a great nation. The whole world 
hastened to contribute money and food. 
But a few courageous men left their 
home in Middlesex and Surrey, and 
penetrated to the remotest gleiiB and 
bogs of the west coast of the stricken 
island to administer relief with their 
own hands. They found themselves, 
not merely in the valley of the shad- 
dow of death — that would be hut an 
imperfect image — they were in the 
charnel bouse of a nation. Never since 
the 11th century did Pestilence, the 
gaunt handmaid of Famine, glean so 
rich a harvest. In the midst of a scene, 
which no field of battle ever equalled 
in danger, in the number of its slain or 
the physical sufferings of tho living, 
these brave men walked as calm and 
unmoved as though they had been in 
their homes. The population sunk so 
fast that the living could not bury the 
dead, half-interred bodies protuded from 
the gaping graves; often the wife died 
in the midst of ber starving children, 
while htr husband lay a festering 
corpse hy her eide. Into the midst of 
these horrors did our heroes penetrate, 
dragging tbe dead from the living with 
their own hands, raising the beads of 
the famishing children, and pouring 
nourishment into parched lips from 
which shot fever-flames more doadly 
than a volley of musketry. Here was 
courage 1 No music strung the nerves ; 
noemoke obscured the imminentdanger; 
no thunder of artillery deadened the 
sensos. It was cool self-posession and 
resolute will, calculated risk and heroic 
resignation. And who were those 
brave men I To what ••gallant" corps 
did they belong! Were they of the 
horse, foot, or artillery force! They 
wero Quakers, from Clapham and 
Kingston I If you would know what 
heroio actions they performed, you 
must inquire from those who witnessed 
them. You will not find them reoord- 
ed in the volume of reports puhlished 
by themselves — for Quakers write no 
bulletin of their victories. — The Jow-

Secrets of the liquor Traffic. 

I hare in hand several copies of a 
confidential circular intended for liquor 
dealers, in which some of tho aecretsof 
the trade are revealed. 

ft contains 241 recipes for manufac- 
turing all kinds of spurious drinks and 
fancy liquors out of corn whiskey; 
and discloses where the power of the 
liquor traffic lies — that Is, in creating 
a raintof money out of a trifle. 

One bushel of corn, worth in Iowa 
some ten cents, will make three gallons 
of alcohol, bringing from *1 to *2 per 

Alcohol is had enough, but there are 
more virulent and rapid poisonB. By 
putting strychnine, another name for 
nux vomica, a rank poison, into the 
malt, a bushel will make four gallons. 
Then, after distillation, hy adding dead- 
ly poisons, jimson weed, or deadly 
nightshade, etc., with four gallons more 
of water, there are eight gallons of 
equally intoxicating drink from one 
bushel of corn, sold at $2 a gallon, or 
$i6 the product of a hushel of corn. 

But that is for the rabble. Now let 
us see the delicacies prepared for the 
gentry and ladies. For thia purpose the 
manufacturer has 81 flavoring extracts, 
1 colorings, 24 choice essential oils, 'and 
38 drugs. With these by a little sleight 
of hand, he will take a gallon of corn 
whiskey and convert it into French 
brandy, Bourbon whiskey, Holland gin, 
or port, champsgne, Madeira claret, or 
any kind of wine or cordial you choose. 

For example: To make French hran- 
dy, take hrandy flavor a half pint, 
brandy coloring a half pint, age and bo- 
dy preparations one pound, corn whis- 
key 40 gallons, and you have 40 gal- 
lons of French brandy, worth from $7 
to $16 per gallon. 

In the same way a vile compound re- 
presenting every variety of the choicest 
liquors is prepared. 

And this U the common liquor of 
commerce. Dr. Cox, state chemist of 
Ohio, states that of 600 inspectione 
made in two years ninety per cent, 
were epurious . 

The following case was among them : 
‘•A druggist in Cincinnati or Jered from 
New York two hogsheads of the best 
hranda of French brandy for medical 
purposes. 

“lb test them Dr. Cox poured eome 
in a glsBS and inserted a steel hlade, and 
in fifteen minuteB the brandy turned 
hlack as ink, and tho steel a hright cop- 
per color. The druggist refused to pay, 
and stood suit, and the doctor analyze d 
the stuff before the court and j ury, and 
found that it contained nitric acid, sul- 
phuric acid, prussic ocid, guano pepper, 
and fusil oil, and the jury pronounced 
it worthless.” 

Such is the disclosure. And now 
there are 500,000 men, makers and 
vendera, entrenched hehind this im- 
mensely lucrative business, and prey- 
ing upon the vitals of the community. 

Will not the nation rise up aa one 
man and burst these shackles, and 
hreak up this murderous destruction of 
life! It see ma to me every Christian, 
rery philanthropist, every patriot, 
mat come up to the conflict, with de- 
termined energy and overwhelming en- 
thusiasm, till the curse is removed. —

Coincidences of An ti-nia sonic lleforui. 

In tbe year 1825 (previoua to Mor- 
gan's shduction and murder) Richard 
Carlisle, a Freemason of London, com- 
menced the puhli cation of the Bccrets 
of Freemasonry in a newspaper enti- 
tled the Republican. His^puhlication 
was addressed to the Duke of York, 
thus: '’Companion not in arms, but in 
Masonry, you are the last fool oj note 
that was made a Royal Arch Mason, 
therefore to you I am about to in- 
scribe my description of that de- 
gree.” He adds: “In Masonry, even 
as a Royal Arch Masou, you hav* 
learnt nothing hut the secrets of fol- 
ly." Further he says, “ Masonry 
is the handmaid” [not of religion, nor 
of oharity, but] of monarchy and aris- 
tocracy; that it is a social abomination, 
a process of plain lying, a pretension 
to teach an important matter that turns 
out a vacuity; a trick that engendete 
nothing but hose tricks; a game that 
must unman all who are identified with 
it, and lessen that Bense of dignity 
which the upright and honest man, the 
man free from such tricks, can alone 
feel.” 

Carlisle's revelations accord with 
thoae of Morgan and the LuRoy Con- 
vention. The revelations of Carlisle 
extend to eighteen degrees; and so far 
Freemasonry ie tho same in England 
and America. 

John G. Stearns of Paris, N. Y. , 
and Wm. Morgan of Batavia were 
at the same time and unheknown to 
each other, writing against the “work 
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False Teachers. 

How are we to know false teachers?

The Saviour of 'mankind teaches ui 
that “It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, 
a rich man to enter into the kingdom 
of heaven.”

But the words ad- 
dressed to the Evaogtlical Alliance hy 
Mr. Beecher were these, “you some- 
times bear that the Americans are a 
money loving-people. Bless God for 
that, or what would become of Christr 
ian evangelization?" 

The language of the Oospel is— seek 
firet the kingdom of Heaven, and all 
other things shall he added unto you. 
But Mr. Beecher teaches that money is 
the means of adding unto you the 
kingdom of Heaven, for, says he, “how 
can the world be evangelized without

M r. Beecher is a great admirer of com- 
merce, because it is a great means ol 
getting wealth. Acoordiagto his opin- 
ion it waB the good qualities of the 
New York Ringmen that rendered 
them successful in wealth-getting, not 
their had qualities. Their had quali- 
ties came in aud prevented their get- 
ting more wealth, aud securing what 
they had already got. Commerce, a 
driving commerce, is to he admired for 
the great good that It does. 

Now human affairs are naturally di- 
vided into .three departments, viz. ag- 
riculture, manufactures and commerce; 
and to admire or commend any one of 
these departments over tire others is in 
a philosophical point of view, like ud 
miring the hypothenusc of a triangle 
over its other two legs, or, in a relig- 
ious point of view , like preferring the 
Spirit to either Father, or Son.

Mr. Beecher is a min of the 
town; he likes its stir, its wealth, its 
power of associated men and the ap- 
plause which those money loving men 
give him; and heuce he looses sight of 
the humhle old proverh that Ood male 
the country, hut man made the town.

Beecher loves, and he is hecoming un-

We quote 
from that paper, as it is supposed to he 
the organ of a hody of Christians or- 
ganically and disciplinarily opposed to 
societies, and prohahly on this 
point reflecting the fears of many out- J 
-ide the communion of the Free Meth- 
odist church. But we think such fears 
unfounded, and that there is a wide 
disparity between the two. It is cer- 
tainly within the legitimate sphere of 
the atate to do what it caa to augment 
and preserve the morals of its suhjects, 
and we think no good and reasonable 
man will find fault therewith, while it 
isnlfeslly unjust and oppressive to 
legislate church forms, churoh doctrines, 
church supremacy, or church support 
upon the subjects of the state. This

We agree with the editor of the 
ahove named paper nnd any and every- 
body else as to the futility of attempt- 
ing hy mere political machinery to leg- 
islate this monstrosity out of existence. 
Such is hot the aim, -nor would any 
reasonable man enter upon so Quixotic 
movement. ' ‘ Oain ascendancy over 
seoret conclaves hy mere political ma- 
chinery?” Madness run douhly mad I 
We have no such hairhrained views, or 
baseless bopee. We know something 
of its all-pervading influence, its almost 
omnipresent power and cunning, and 
read its signs and trace its serpent trail 
where others little dream of trading it;

party of American citizens seeking the 
best interests of the commonwealth 
in our relations to the 6tate; as 
in our church relations we seek 
her best interest in legislating oul 
of her pale the affiliating secret- 
ist. There is no danger of our he- 
coming a mere political organization, 
for when the moral sentiment of the 
American people shall have reached 
that point wbere it demands the abro- 
gation of these various secret oigaoiz *• 
tions, the need of such a party will 
cease, aad ceasing to he needed will ex- 
pire.

There nre many nominal Masons who 
erroneously suppose Masonry acknowl- 
edges tk.at the w ill of God or the law 
of absolute right, ia paramount to n 
Masonic oeth and of such force and su- 
premacy as to render every Mnsonic 
duty which conflicts with it aain.

And others of them 
don't care whether it is so or not: they 
intend to keep their Masonic oaths 
whether or no, and intend that other 
Masons shall be of the namo mind 
they will not trust them with Maso 
secrets. These “simon pures” are the 
real Masons, the ones who employ 
Masonry (or the evil to which it is adapt- 
ed.

Since 
then there are two such dissimilar class-

Therefore the hon- 
est Masons may havo adhered to Sena- 
tor Pomeroy and known nothing of nny 
Musonio conspiracy. This would uot 
offend the coospirators, but delight 
them. For it was so necessary that 
some Masons should adhera to their 
victim, iu order to conceal their con- 
spiracy, that if ho had not one real 
friend among them they would beyond 
doubt hnvo deputed a sufficient numher 
whose psrt in the tregedy should be to 
feign themselves such in order to divert 


mony. And on the other we have the 
ooth of Senator Pomeroy who plainly 
ought to be believed implicitly, unless 
theie ia clear and decisive evidence to 
the contrary. Aa yet the develop- 
ments ere not such S3 to divest the 
doubt respect- 
ing the guilt or innocence of Senator 
Pomeroy- The public neede mere light. 
But whether the legal investigations 
that nre pending ahull vindicate or con- 
vict him, the evidence that the Masons 
did corruptly conspire to assassinate 
him politically, for no cause but freely 
expressing his sentiments again3t secret- 
ism, is clear and certain and will re- 
main the same whatever may be the re- 
sult of the pending trials. They laid a 
anaro for the innocent: for every man 
is to he held innocent until proved guil- 
ty. By their own showing they tempt- 
ed him to do the wrong of which they 
accuse him. And if they prove him 
guilty that will not prove their inno- 
cence. They have proved no wrong 
done hy him but that in which they 
were the tempters. It was sad indeed 
that our first parents yielded to the 
wiles of the tempter. But if the tempt- 
ed, for yielding, fell, surely the tempt- 
er shall not go unscathed. Hi9 malice 
losLuone of its criminality hy its success. 

Whatever the final verdict may be on 
the charge of hribery in this case, its 
nistory furniahea abundant proof that 
Freemasonry is precisely adapted to 
the moet malignant conspiracies; and 
that however many honest men there 
may be in the lodges, there are not 
wanting, and from the secret nature of 
the order never will be wanting, had 
men enough in it to employ these adapt 
ationa for the infernal purpose of ruin- 
ing even the most innocent and worthy 
men, for no other cause than daring to 
epeak their most profound convictions 
ngeinst Masonry. We only regret that 
Mr. Pomeroy when he drew his aword 
had not thrown away the scabbard and 
repeated hie deadly hlows as often as 
he had opportunity. Had he spoken 
twenty times against Masonry, Masons 
could only have done their worst against 
him; and that they hnve done as it ia. 
But had he repeated hie blows with the 
cool determination of one bent on vic- 
tory or death, he would have cowed 
the cowards and put them to ignomin- 
ious flight; or at least, hrought out 
euch developemeuta of Masonic malig- 
nity os would have saved him what he 
suffered by trusting to their smiiea and 
deceitful kisses. 

It is to be hoped that Prof. Wilder, 
Dr. Crosby, Hod. Wm. Evarta, and 
all others will understand Irom this 
case, that the man who rouses Mason- 
ic hate by once speaking out holdly 
against it gains nothing, hut loses 
much by subsequent silence. Masonry 
knows nothing of the true doctrine of 
forgiveness. It is a cruelly ravenous 
and cowardly beast that slinks hasely 
from the firm glance of the fearless hu- 
man eye ; but woe to the wretch who 
rouses it aud then turns to flee or gives 
indications of fear. in

Be- 
fore hecoming e Muster Mason ami mem- 
ber of the lodge, I was required to take 
an equivalent for an oath of allegiance 
to the Grand Lodge. Before heing in- 
stalled as master of a lodge the W. M. 
elect is required to take the obligations 
appertaining to the 8th degree of Ma- 
sonry including an obligation to con- 
ceal the secrets of that degree from all 
Masons of an_inferior degree. All 
questions in Masonry must be ulti- 
mately disposed of hy the Worshipful 
Masters in Grand Lodge assembled; so 
that when a man takes an oath of alle- 
giance to the Grand Lodge he virtually 
obligates himself to ohey tho 
pleasure of a class of men 
bound by oath to assist each other 
maintaining their authority over their 
lodges, and who are also hound to 
each other in the exercise of 
privileges and the enjoyment of 
certain immunities not guaranteed to 
tbem hy the written laws of Masonry, 
which every Mason ie bound to obey 
according to his obligation ss a Master 
Mason. Worshipful Masters are re- 
sponsible for their cooduct while in 
office, not to the lodges over which 
they preside, but to the Grand Lodse.

The Repnbllc of Liberia, 

Just two hundred years after the 
May-flower bad hrought the Pilgrim 
Fathers of America to Plymouth Rock, 
another pilgrim hand with hearts as 
hrave, and love of liberty ^ns strong, 
sailed awny from these shores to si 
in distant Africa a land of freedom. 

In due time, we are told, the good 
ship Elixaheth landed her eighty-eight 
emigrants, colored persons, from the 
States of Pennsylvania, Virginia, Mary- 
land nnd New York on the equatorial 


settlements were formed, and the 
progress of the colony was establish- 
ed. 

Twenty-five years passed, during 
which the colony had greatly increased 
in extent, prosperity and in influence, 
t and had assumed most of the details 
e of its own government, though still 
- under the fatherly watch and ward of 
iciety. Then, political difficulties

Sixty-four years after tbe founding 
of Virginia, its Governor was not asham- 
ed to write, ’ ’I tbaok God, we have 
neither free school nor priming preee, 
and I hope shall not for a hundred 
years to come; for learning has brought 
disobedience and heresy and sects into 
the world, and printing has divulged 
them and libels against the best govern- 
ments, God keep us from both,” 

The Constitution of Liberia specially 
declares that "the liberty of tbe press 
ia essential to the security of freedom 
in a Slate,” aod in his annual message 
in 1872, President Roberts, first and 
latest President of the Republic, regret- 
ing the still inadequate means of sup- 
plying tbe increasing demands for edu- 
cational facilities, returns thanks to the 
donor of a foundation from which the 
Government will receive $1,000 n year 
for the use of common schools. 

All -these striking contrasts and 
wonderful facts thnt meet our eyes when 
we look at Liberia not only prove thi 
advantage of standing on the principh 
of former generations, and receiving 
the grander impulses of tlie nineteenth 
century. They sIbo prove that here 
ia n race which has heen equal to these 
advantages as soon as it has received 
them aod has improved them b 
utmost of human ability . — Southern 
Workman.

nge foes — albeit their hrethren — incited 
to ignorant malice hy the slave traders 
who saw tbeir traffic doomed; ofsturdy 
struggles with the wilderness, and un- 
conquerable trust in God. 

The means for the enterprise were 
supplied hy the American Colonization 
Society, juet then organized, 
stitution explains, “for the purpose of 
colonizing with their own consent, in 
Africa, people of color residing in tbe 
United States," and by tbe United 
States Government, which uoder the 
administration of President Monroe, had 
jnst decreed the return of Africans 
rescued from the ships of slave traders 
to their own country. The Society 
had sent out two devoted missionaries 
beforehand to explore the land, one of 
wt,om, Samuel J. Mills, one of the foun- 
ders of American Missions, laid down 
his life on his return voyage. 

In January 1822, after several un- 
successful attempts to find a safe and 
healthful point for their settlcmenf,the 
colonists, reinforced by a second bund 
in the March previous, landed and oc- 
cupied n little isl and near the mouth 
of the Mesurado ( now Montserado) 
River. It still hears the lignifirant 
name of Providence island. The ns 
fives excited by the misrepresentatione 
of slave dealers attacked them here and 
cutoff their communication with the 
main land from which they got all their 
fresh water. But he who hrought 
streams from the rock of the desert for 
the thirsty Israelites sent a friendly 
ohitf who brought them water stealthi- 
ly by night for several week*. At this 
critical time their public warehouse 
with nearly all their stores of provision 
and merchandize hurned down, and 
utier ruin seemed at last upon them, 
Again God stretched forth his arm to 
save them. A Spanish slave schooner 
in charge of an English prize crew 
which had captured it, was unaccount- 
ably stranded in theharhor, but a short 
distance from the island, and the En- 
glish commander readily supplied the 
colonists from the ship stores with 
enough for their pressing needs. 

At last the natives seemed to be 
reconciled, and tbe pilgrims were able, 
on the 25th of April, 1822, to land on 
cape Mesurado (now Montsurado), and 
ce their settlement, called Mun- 


nntion to assume the responsibility of 
self-government, and declare itself a 
free and independent state. After delib- 
eration, this greatstep was taken, aDec- 
laration oflndepondence was put forth, 
whose noble sentiments command the 
reepeet of all nations, and □ Constitu 
tion framed upon the model of the free 
institutions which the fathore of the 
Revolution gave to America, only lim- 
iting its citizenship to people of color, 
for obvious reasons of self-protection, 
and to secure the purposes of the 
periment to demonstrate the capability 
of the race for self-goi 
new nation thus stood forth to the 
.world as the Repuhlic of Liberia. 

It ie now a little more than fifty 
years since the pilgrim fathers of Libe- 
ria loaded on Cape Montserado; and 
turning our eyes to tbo young Rapuh- 
lic, what do we see? 

Seventy-eight years after the settle- 
ment of Connecticut, the population 
amounted to only 17,000. A hundred 
nod twenty yenre nfler Maine wns 
colonized, her population was 10,000. 
In Liheris, after fiity years, we see 
a Repuhlic modeled after our own, and 
recognized by all the great powers 
with a population of 20,000 nominally 
Christian, and 000,000 natives who art 
heing peaceably civilized nnd Christian- 
ized. The whole numher colonized has 
been 14,076, exclusive of 5,722 Afri- 
cans rescued from slave ships, The 
number of emigrants sin 
been 2,087, nnd 3,000 nre at present 
applying to,go from tbe United States. 
The Republic has 800 miles of sea coast 
— equal to that of New England — an 
area three timeo as large as Massachu- 
setts, which can easily be indefinitely 
and peacefully extended into the inte- 
rior, a productive Boil, capable of sup- 
porting 15,000,000 people, and a oli- 
mnte suited to the colored race. It hae 
a congress, courls, some fifty chuiclies 
with 15,000 communicants, missions 
largely supported by the people, schools 
increasing in nun, her though not yet 
what they need to he. a college, a free 
press, an extending commerce whosi 
exports for 1872 amounted to $130,000,

After they 
reached maturity, 6ome of them did, 
indeed, join the church \ but in a short 
time, when festive season returned, in- 
vitations were received and accepted, 
by those profeasors of religion, to done 
ing parties. Their mother hod often

have a religion aod not be religious, 
but a system cannot. Every system 
which has a religion is a religious sys- 
tem, and every institution which has 
a religion is, so far, a religious iostitu- 
tion. It is not meant, of course, that 
Freemasonry is the true religion. 
There ars two kinds of religion in tbe I 
world; the true and the false, and Free 
masonry betoogs to the latter. It is a 1 
compound of paganism, Judahism and 
natural religion. Though Masons 
sometimes deny our proposition, at oth- 
er times Lbey admit it, and glory in it, 
just as suits the occasion. 

The second paragraph of the ■•Man- 
ual of the Lodge," by Albert G. 
Mackey, and also of his ‘ ’Ritualist," 
opens in these words: ‘ If secular us 
socistions bave found it expedient, by 
the adoption of some preparatory forme, 
to avoid the appearance of an unscem- 
ing abrubtness in proceeding to 
bus'-ness, it may well be aupposed that 
religious societies have been still more 
observant of the custom .” Then 
showing that the "ancient mysteries 
(thoss sacred rites which bave furnished 
so many models for Masonic symbol- 
ism) were opened with very solemn 
ceremrnies," he goes on: "In like 
msnuer, a lodge of Masons is opened 
with the employment of certain cere- 
monies." Thus a Masonic lodge ia 
plainly distinguished from a secular 
association, and ranked with those 
which are to be regarded as religious. 
It is true that S-ckels introduce, bis 
•'Monitor" by saying, "Freemasonry 
is a moral inslilulion, and it is a lavor- 
ite definition that Masonry is a system 
of morality, veiled in allegory, and 
taught by symbols." But then it is to 
be remembered that from the Alpha to 
the Omega of Freemasonry it is taught 
that morality is all the religion which 
man needs — that morality will rave 
him. 

Tho "Ancient Charges” of Masonry 
say, (Mutual of the Lodge, page 218), 
"But though in ancient times Masons 
were charged in every country to be 
of the religion of that country or na- 
tion, whatever it was," (thns in Eng- 
land Protestant, in Italy Papist, 
Turkey Mussulman, in ChinaConfuc 
in Utah Morman, etc.) "It is 
thought more expedient" (since with 
Misonstbc religion which a mun should 
profess is a question merely of expedi- 
ency) "only to oblige them to that 
religion in which all men agree," And, 
paga 220, "We being only, a. Masons, 
of the Catholic religion above men- 
tioned, charging a mun tu change his 
religion every time bn crossed a geo- 1 
graphical boundary was thought to be 
too broad a farce, and it is deemed ex-| 
pedient to oblige him only to those 
religious opinions which suit every' 
latitude and longitude I" 

That Masons regard their order a, e 
religious society is so plainly taught in I 


these passages (and many other similar 
ones might be adduced) that It may 
seem unnecessary to proceed with the 
proof Lest, however it may be 
thought that our pioposition iaonly on 
inference from teachings of Masonry, 
we give evidence ofs more unequivocal 
character. Turning to the "Lexicon of 
Freemasonry," page 404, 

"The religion, then, of Masonry is pure 
theism, on which its members engraft 
their own peculiar opinions; but they 
are not permitted to introduce them iu- 
j to the lodge, or to couneot their truth 
| or falsehood with the truth of Mason- 
ry." (Let Masonry he true and every 
other religion a lie). Now if the relig- 
ion of Masonry l>e'’pure theism," then 
it has a religion, and the system must 
be a religious system. 

On tha subject of prayer (Mackey's 
Manual of tbe Lidge, page 40) 
read: "AsMasonB wears taught m 
to commence any great or important 
undertaking without first asking the 
protection and htessing of Deity, and 
this because Ma onry is a religious in- 
itution," Here , then, our proposition 
affirmed in terms, and argument is 
it only unoecesBsry but impossible, 
It is true that on psgs 166 of the 
same work it is said, "Masonry is 
•eligion." This looks somewhat like 
the trick of the coajurer — "now you 
, and now you don't see it." 
Having told us again and again in dif- 
; f >rme that Masonry is a religious 
society or institution, it will not avail 
to say at the last, ‘’Masonry is no 
religion." That it is not true religio 
we know, and as this is the only possi 
hie Ecnsa in which this declaration ean 
be taken to make it consistent wi 
what has gone before, we accept 
thus: "Mssoory is s handmaid to i 
li/ion." One of the three things for 
which the earth is disquieted, and the 
four which it cannot bear, is a maid 
that is heir to her mistress. And thii 
‘‘handmaid” puts on such lofty and 
supercilious airs toward her mistress, 
Christianity, and the Master, Christ, 
that it is no wonder the earth is deeply 
disquieted under her. 

If, however, all tbe "Manuals,” 
"Monitors," •‘Ritualists," "Lexicons," 
etc , were absolutely silent as to the 
point whether Masonry professes to be 
a religion, we have, nevertheless, 
abundant evidence that it does so injits 
forma and ceremonies. Masonry has 
its si tars, priests, prayers,bencdicii 006 , 
hymns, morals lessons, illuminations, 
regenerations and eternal rewards. It 
baptizes the infant, and buries with 
religious services of its owu the 
of four score. It has borrowed tbe 
ceremonies of heathen worship, and 
stolen everything impressive in the 
Mosaic ritual; tabernacle, altar, candle- 
stick, ark of the covenant, manna, in- 
cense, mitre, breast-plate, ' and all the 
vestments of the High Priest. The 
lodge is opened with prayer and in the 
"name of Ood." Hymns are sung in 
pretence of honoring Ood end Masonry, 
which are both "divine. " Moral in- 
structions aro imparted in the name of 
Ood. The lodge is closed with prayer 
and a benediction — ‘‘May tbe blessing 
of Heaven rest upon us and all regular 
MasonB, so mote it be, Amen." Its 
ceremonies from beginning to end are 
a profane imitation of tbe ordinances 
of the Church and directly calculated 
to produce the impression that its ser- 
vices arc the worship of the Divine Be- 
fog, even if that nero not expressed 
in terms, as we have seen it is. 

The lodge is, moreover, in tha lan- 
guage of Masonry, a “ sacred retreat,’ 
a “temple." Its members are the 
“ household of faith," (Manual, page 
17), the "sons of light," (Lexicon, page 
270). Beyond the " sacred" precinct* 
of the lodge is the "profane world," 
the "cowans," (kuon, dogs, Manual, 
page lot), though embracing the larger 
part of the Christian church, and ull 
the women and children besides. The 
holies! man or woman on earth is, in 
the language of Masonry, “profane,” a 
"coward, 1 or dog. Jesus Christ him- 
«elf. i/ou earth, would be sol 

Masonry, then, ia not a"secular asso- 
ciation," but a religious institution.” 
Its religion is pure theism," tha “uni- 
versal religion in which all men agreo.’ 
The lodge, with its furniture and cere-

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proceeded to Stafford, a village shout six miles east from 
Batavia. On arriving there Muler was seized by two men 
and conducted to a room in tho third story of a stone build- 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masonic lodge room. In this room 
he was guarded hy five men, who said they were acting ns 
assistants to French, and under his orders. While thus 
secluded and guarded, his counsel with 4 or 5 of his friends ar- 
rived, rnidthe former after some short detention was permitted 
hy French to Bee him. The constable was then asked for a 
sight, or description of the warrant by virtue of which he 
held Miller in custody, but he steadily refused to exhihil or 
dcscribo it ; hut still left no doubt on the mind of Miller or Ins 
counsel, that the warrant was in a criminal proceeding, 
and at length avowed that it had heen issued hy a magis- 
trate at Le Roy. It should here he stated that about 8 days 
before thn successivo arrests of Morgan and Miller, Daniel 
Johns, whose sudden appearance at Batavia has been men- 
tioned. suddenly disappeared from that place. A Bhorttime 
after idler’s introduction to the lodge room at Stafford, this 
same Daniel Johns eutered tho room, bolding in his hand a 
drawn sword, and walked with large and quick steps across 
tha room, and, ns Miller describes it, seemed anxious to 
inspire terror into the captive, idler hownver ventured to re- 
monstrate with him. having learned in some way which ho can- 
not recollect, thnt Johns was bis prosecutor. Johns however 
answered in a voice that faltered n little, ” Miller, I am only 
doing what I have heen ordered to do.” During his deten- 
tion in the room, one of the guards told him in language 
loud enough to bo heard by all in the room, that ho was not 
to be tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to he 
tried hy nn ordinary trihunal, but was going where Mor- 
gan was. Miller asked, *’ Whnt tribunal f“ He replied, “You will 
see.” The others made no remarks iu denial or explanation, 
but he heard one man say to another, “ Mill er is nothing hut 
on entered apprentice." To detail all the evasive falsehoods 
and idle assertions, by which French and his coadjutors en- 
deavored to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, would be a useless waste of our 
own lime aod the patience of the reader. 

It was manifest that the conspiratora wished to eon. time

the time until night ehould favor the completion of their 
projects, and thnt to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could be avoided. But in the course of the aftcr- 
teruoon, French, seemingly hy inadvertence, admitted tha 
tho process he had against Miller was in fact a process in a civil 
suit; and from that time his resolution seemed somewhat 
•haken. Ahout dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Roy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the pnrt of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed hefore the justice, who had issued the 
warrant. French then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared. Miller staid in the office ahout half 
an hour, during which time the justice called foe the eonsta- 
hie and warrant, hut neither constahle, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, nnd the justice informed Mr. Miller that he wss 
at liberty to go where he pleased. This was ahout nine 
o'clock in the evening!” It appeared from the docket of the 
mngistrate that a warrant had been issued against Miller, 
and one John Davids, on the oath nnd at the request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Dnvids had heen also arrested by the direc- 
tions of French, hut the sheriff of the county informed 
them that he was in his custody on the jail limits, upon 
which he was discharged from the nrrest Miller hnving 
thus oh tailed permission to return, was making the hest of 
his way to a puhlio house, when French nnd Johns suddenly 
•ppeared again. The former endeavored to seize Miller hy the 
collar, and called loudly for help to retake the prisoner — 
Johns asked if there wns no person there who would help to 
secure that man. Bnt although attempts were mndc to regain 
possession of Miller, lie succeeded in reaching a public lion'" • 
and after another ineffectual attempt by French nnd his 
associates to prevent him, he returned fate at night to Batavia, 
and relieved his family from terror nnd alarm. That this 
lawless assemblage of men took plnce for the purpose of se- 
curing the arrest of Miller, hy virtuo of a process never in- 
tended to be acted upon, we shall take no trouble to show to 
the public.

God hlesses very alender things to 
the conversion of souIb. It it 
humhling sometimes to a preacher who 
thinks, “Well, I did preach a pretty 
fair sermon that time,” tofind God does 
not care a pin ahout him or his sermon, 
and that a stray remark he made 
the street, which he hardly thought 
was of any value whatever, was wbat 
God had blessed; that when he bad 
thought he succeeded best he had done 
nothing, and when he thought he had 
succeeded worst then God blessed him. 
Many a soul has had his eyes opened 
hy an instrumentality which non 
dreamed of heingso useful ; and, indeed, 
the whole way of salvation is in itself 
extremely simple, so as to be well com- 
pared to the clay and spittle which the 
Saviour used. 

I do not find many souls converted 
hy bodies of divinity, We have 
ed a great many into the church, hut 
never received ons who became c 
cd hy a profound theological discussion 
We very seldom hear of any gret 
number of conversions under very elo- 
quent preachers — very seldom indoed. 
We appreciate eloquence, and hsve not 
a word to say against it hy itself, hut 
evidently it has no power spiritually 
to enlighten the understanding, neither 
does it please God to use the excellen- 
cy of words for conversion.

Gur children were always put 
regular method ofliving, in such things 
as they were capable of, from their 
birth. When turned a year old, thay 
were taught to fear the rod and cry 
softly, by which means they escaped 
much correction, which theymight oth- 
erwisa have had, and that most odious 
noise, of the crying of children, was 
rarely ever heard in the house, 
soon as they graw pretty Btrong they 
wara oonfinod to three meals e day. 
And when they could handle e knife 
and fork they were set to our table.

To form tha minds of children, the 
first thing to he done ie to conquer their 
will To inform the understanding 
a work of time, and must with children 
proceed hy slow degrees; hut the sub- 
jecting tha will is a thing that must he 
done at once, and the sooner tha bet- 
ter; for, by neglecting timely correc- j 
tion, they will contract a stuhhornnese 
and ohstinacy which era hardly evar 
aftar conquered. In the esteem of 
the world they pass for kind 
and indulgent, whom I call eruel par- 
ents, who permit their children to get 
habita which they know must he after- 
ward hroken. When the will of a 
ehild ie suhdued, it reveres and stands 
in awe of its parent?. I insist upon 
conquering the will of children betimes, 
because this ie the only etrong and ra- 
tional foundation of a religious educa- 
tion, without which hoth precept snd 
example will he ineffectual. But when 
this is done, then the child is cepable 
of being governed by the reason aod 
piety of its parents, till its own under- 
standing comes to maturity, and tha 
principles of religion have tnken root 
in the mind. 

Aa self-will is the root of all ain and 
misery; so whatever cherishes thie in 
children, insures their wretchedness 
and irreligion. Whatever checks and 
mortifiee it, promotes their future hap- 
piness and piety. This is still more 
evident, if wa further consider that re- 
ligion is nothing elsa than doing the 
will of God and not our own; that tho 
one grand impediment to oar temporal 
and eternal happiness heing this self- 
will, no indulgence of it c*n be trivial 
no dental unprofitable. Heaven or 
hall depende on this alono, eo that the 
parent who studies to eubdua it in his 
child, works together with God in the 
renewing and saving of a soul; the par- 
ent who indulges it, does the devil’s 
work, and mekes religion impractihla, 
salvation unattainable, and does all 'hat 
in him liea to damn his child, soul snd 
hody, forever I Gur ohildren wera 
taught the Lord’s prayer as soon as 
they could speak. They wera early 
taught to distinguish the Sabbath from 
other daye, and to he etill at family 
prayers. They were quickly made to 
understand ‘’they ehould have nothing 
they cried for."

What Depends on the Kitchen. 

At the recent meeting of the Amari- 
n Puhlic Health Association, Dr. 
Jamce of Dorchester, Maas., remarked 
a housekeeper hestows 
attention in selecting a ribbon than 
lecting the food for the family, although 
tha health and strength of the family 
dapended on having good food. Again, 
the preparation of the food ehould he 
perfect in order to health and comfort 
id usefulness, and that preparation 
should not be confided to an untrained 
person. The scieoce of tha kitchen 
holde high power over the good of the 
people, and deserves the attention of 
the highest minds. A library of cook- 
books ehowa how to make light and 
cheap puddings, aud economize animal 
matter that would otherwise be wast- 
ed. hut to encourage an appetite seems 
to be their purpoeo rather then to 
adapt food to the etomach, and fit it for 
its great purposes. If one of these 
hooks set forth the rulas of healthy 
cooking, it would he a blessing to 
kind. It depends upon tho kitchen 
whether the family shall he robust, 
bright and energetic, or dull, stupid end 
slow. The housekeeper measures out 
manhood and womanhood to the fami- 
ly, and her position is thus a highly re- 
sponsible one. There is here field for 
the dieplay of taleut and discretion. 
The employments of men may offer lass 
scope for the adaption of great ideas 
great ends than the housekeeper's. 
Woman is not u housekeeper hy in- 
atinct or a cook hy nature any more 
then men are natural shoamakars, 
she has tha capacity for the former 
work which he may have for the latter. 
They cannot be perfect in the dutiae of 
a housekeeper without suitabla prepar- 
ation any more than they can he mill- 
iners. Boys ere trained for their pro- 
feseions. No such training is given 
tha daughters for that elation which 
admitted to he their high aim in life — 
the superintendence of the household. 
Tha result of carelessness in tha kiteh- 
en ie styled ‘ill luck. It is ‘unlucky’ 
that tha hread is heavy. A carpenter 
might as well say it is unlucky that hia 
window heams are too short.

1 issue, vital to our national life, is 
heing steadily pushed hy the Catholics 
in their war on puhlic schools. In 
Ohio, joined hy tha infidel class they 
have driven out the Bihle.

Will you take it and find the seventh 
chapter of Ecclesiastes and the twenty- 
moth verse, and, after reading it, think 
how differently we meke ourselves from 
what our Greater meant us to he! 

Man was made upright; that is, just 
right in everything; hut in seeking out 
something of his own inventing, he is 
often seen iu a sorry plight. How 
ly in life this work is commenced 1 
Among your own playmates, how many 
hahits are formed thst are not right 1 
Now, do you think there is any iu 
proveme.it effected iu one hy putting 
pipe or aigar in hia mouth, and dis- 
playing himself in making a great 
smoke! If' boys think it is helping 
them to hecome man, thay are as mis- 
taken ae they would bo to sit on thair 
schoolmastur’a ohair and think that 
would make them schoolmasters. The 
hail practices of a man will never make 
a man of auy one. Wa want you to 
grow up to be men in mind, cheraoter, 
and strength just as your Heavenly 
Father intended ; and every had hshit is 
a hindranca to your heing a man.

Follow Chriet, and you will he 
honored and respected; and this true 
principle will carry you through the 
world safely and prosperously . — Little 
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This follows nesessarily from what 
has taecn already said. The religion of 
Freemasonry heing ‘'pure theism," 
cannot he Chnetianity. Being the 
‘•universal, or Catholic religion, in 
wbioh all men agree," it cannot he the 
religion of Jssus, which gains the as- 
sent of hut comparatively few of the 
human family. Christianity is stigma- 
tized as ‘sectarian,’ ond "not to he in- 
troduced into the lodge." The 22d 
landmark of Freemasonry declares that 
in the lodga ••all meet upon e level." 
“A belief in God constitutes the sole 
oreed ofa Meson — at least the only one 
ha is required to profess." (Manual, 
page 40). At a recent installation of 
the officers of a Cleveland lodge, a 
Jewish Rabbi, Rev. Dr. Jacoh Mayer, 
delivered an address, which, though 
it must hare been somewhat startling 
to Christian professors, (if any such 
were present, is yet in perfect accord- 
ance with the principles of Masonry. 
Inspired with the grandeur of the occas- 
ion, he exclauus; ' 'Brethren, Freema- 
sonry is a religion; nay, it is religion 
itself, the very religion of mankind. 
Freemasonry demonstrates the unity of 
Qod in the union of the human family. 
One God, one universe, one family of 
God I It does not speculate on the 
sesence nnd nature of G.-d ; its object is 
the sxaltation of the grent Architect of 
the Universe by something better than 
hair-splitting argumentations. It ig- 
nores the self-delusion of sects and the 
self-concsit of sectarian teachers; the 
Supreme One is its ideal, its all in j 
ill." 

This ‘ light' of Masonry goes on to 
proclaim the doctrine of the order as 
nlone containing the principle of ‘ uni- 
versal salvation.' and scoffs at Chris- 
tianity si making ‘‘God the scape-goat 
of sanctimonious sinners." This scarcely 
looks like keeping Christianity oa a 
level with Judaism, but the rabbi be- 
came enthusiastic, nnd was, doubtless, 
on that account, psidoned. Besides. he 
biD the whole teaching of the order to 
back him. 

The Manual cen tains about twenty- 
five prayers, about as many bymns, a 
number of moral lessons and benedic- 
tions, but in no one of them is the name 
Wliicb is ‘'precious to them that be- 
lieve" found. The name of Christ is 
excluded fr ru all the written prayers of 
Masonry. In oral prayers the name may 
sometimes bo used by sufferance. 
There is, however, reason to believe 
that this rarely occurs, And when it 
does, it is in direct contravention of 
tho law ef Masonry, as expressed in its 
2 2d landmark. There is a law in some 
of the Stutei against blaspheming the 
name of Jesus, hut it ia nevertheless 
done. So them is a law in the lodge 
against honoring the name of Jesua; it 
may, nevertheless, he done. Laws are 
sometimes violated. No honest Mason 
will say It is not a violation of the prin- 
ciples of the order to pray in the lodge, 
while at work, ia the nemo of Christ. 

Masons say the name of Christ is not 
found in the Lord’s Prayer. But Je- 
sus was not yot ascended to his Father, 
nor enthromd ns an advocate, nor the 
direction given to pray to the F nther 
in his name. Again, it is said that 
Christ's name is not in the Psalms, huC 


this is a mistake. Tha term Anointed, 
which frequently occurs, is merely tha 
translation of his name, and might ss 
well, or better, have heen rendered 
Christ. 

It may he pleaded in excuse for the 
omission of the name of Jesus from the 
prayers, hymns, etc., ofMasonry, that 
it is not an intentional thing. Let the 
render weigh the evidence following, 
nnd say whether this plea ie good. 
Masonry employs several passages of 
Scripture (see Monitor by Sickels.pp. 
Si, 07) in its ceremonies, in which the 
name of ^the Lord Jesus occurs, and in 
every instance it mutilates tho words of 
ihe Holy Spirit by the exclusion of that 
‘precious’ Dome. For example, (2 
Thess iii. 8). the Holy Ghost says by 
Paul. "Now wo command you, breth- 
ren, in the name of our Lord Jesua 
Christ," Masonry says, “Now we 
command you, brethren," tha same of 
Christ is stricken out, nnd the quotation 
goes on to tho 12th verse of the same 
chapter, when we have the following — 
‘•Now them that aro such we command 
and exhort, by our Lord Jesus Christ." 
Here, again, the words italicized are 
omitted, and the remaining' part of the 
verse quoted. 

In the ceremonies connected with the 
induction of the ‘high priests' of Mn 
aonry into office, there is e long quoin- 
tion from the seventh chapter of the 
cpistls to the Hebrews, in which the 
language of the Holy Spirit, speaking 
ofMelchisedec as a type of the "Apos- 
tle and High Priest of our profession, 
Christ Jnsus,” is borrowed and blasphe- 
mously applied to the priests ofMason- 
ry. The quotation begins with the 
chapter and proceeds to the close of tha 
5th verse, then omitsdowa to the 17th, 
quotes the 17th, nnd omite the 18tb 
and 1 9th, gives the 20th nnd 21st, and 
abruptly ends where there is no period, 
and the sense is unfinished. If any 
ons will tsks tha trouble to examine 
the passaga, he will at once see the 
reason of the omissions. It did

From Noble Cennty. Ohio.— A Nohle 
Record for a Beginning. 

SuuuaHPiEin, Nohle Co., 0. 

Nov. 24, 1873. 

Editor Cynosure : — 

Perhaps the readers of the Cynosure 
will he interested with an item of news 
from Nohle county, Ohio. Three or 
four yesre since we organized the No- 
ble County Christian Association op- 
posed to secret Societies. Tbe Asso- 
ciation hss done much good hy the 
distribution ofperiodicols, tracts, hooks, 
and the employment of puhlic speakers, 
and the encouragement of looal or 
township organizations; by these means 
quite a large tart of our people have 
heen enlightened in regard to the dan- 
gerous tendency of Masonry end kin- 
dred institutions. 

Last spring we issued a call for a county 
political convention to meet in Caldwell, 
our county seat. At tho time appoint- 
ed the people met in mase coovention, 
and for numbere and Intelligence no 
convention of a political character in 
this county has ever surpassed it. 
Twelve out of our fifteen townships 
were represented. The people were 
full ofenthusiaim and nominated a full 
ticket for county efficers, We did not 
nominate conservative men, hut radical 
Anti-masons; not only in s moral sense, 
hut politically radical. Your humhle 
correspondent was pUced at the heed 
of the ticket, and to the best of hiB 
ability defended the ticket and the 
platform of principles adopted hy the 
convention. I apoke in a majority af 
the townships; and 1 think could tbe 
county have heen more completely 
canvassed our vote would have beeu 
correspondingly larger; we can do het- 
ter another canvass. Our present effort 
was an ice-breaker. Our vote came 
almost entirely from the Republican 
ranks and their majority in this county 
is small; consequently every argument 
and device, fair and false, was employed 
to keep tbe party intact, and to injure 
representation of the anti-aecret candi- 
dates. I think for the first vote, under 
the circumstances, wa did well. The 
vote in this (Marion) township was 
SO; inCcnter 50; Jefferson 37; Stock 31 ; 
Wayne 40; end in the county, 250; and 
thie was accomplished in a square fight 
upon the merits of the question politi- 
cally. Some of our friends upon whom 
we relied, when the hour came desert- 
ed us, hut I think they will do hetlerj 
hereafter. It requires very considera- 
ble manhood to sacrifice name, party, 
reputation, place and future political 
preferment for the maintainance of 
principle. We are pretty well organ- 
ized in this couuly; we intend however 
to complete our organization as soon ae 
possihle. I have delivered about one 
hundred lectures in this couuty, and 
have not fully canvassed it yet. The 
great consideration in this conflict is for 
our people everywhere toorgaoize. We 
have been bolding monthly meetings 
very regularly for four yeara past; our 
meetings still retain their interest. May 
God hless the cause for w hich we lahor 
ia the earnest prayer of

Another Man Saved. 

In the year 1860 the office ofSuper- 
intandant of Public Schools in Dane 
county. Wis., was held by J.Q. Emery. 
Inthe prosecution of his work he sever- 
al times called upon J. H. Gould who 
rendered him efficient and acceptahie 
service and thus became conversaut 
with the business. Mr. Emery deeming 
it for his ioterest to vneala the office 
which he held, tendered his resignation 
to the State Superintendent, A. J. Craig, 
and was released- A conversation then 
occured between these two gentlemen 
as to who should succeed Mr.|E. in tbe 
auperin tendency. It wss agreed that 
Mr. Gould should be the appointee and 
papers were made out accordingly. 

Pending the official signing aod de- 
livery of the papers, Mr. Gould ( who 
was not a Mason, although be had 
thought of joining) was approached "on 
the sly" hy wily members of tho craft, 
and told. “You can have the appoint- 
ment if you will join tho Masons." Find 
l ing the young man a. little nverse to 
such proceedings they offered to pay 
his initiation fee, 830. This iffar how- 
ever had the opposite eff.-ot from that 
intended. Mr. G repelled it as a hrihe 
and an insult, and told them he would 
hnve nothing to do with their corrupt 
institution; said it was prescribing a 
test in violalien of our federal conatitu- 1 


tor and that if he could not have the 
position without becoming confederate 
with Masonry in its unfruilful works of 
darkness he would not here it at all. 
Thus a useful man was repelled from 
the lodge by the very device through 
which they bad hoped to ensnare him. 

Jt is perhaps useless to ndd that tbe 
papers already made out were neyer 
given to Mr. Gould, and that the situa- 
tion was immediately given to a men 
who hod several times foiled esa teach- 
er, and whose prime excellence consis- 
ted in dexterously giving the signs, tok- 
ens nnd grips of the " Secret Brother 
hood." The young man thus saved to 
society, free government, the church 
and Christian education ia now Princi- 
pal of 'Rochester Seminary, Walworth 
Co , Wis., where with hia associates 
he is doing a noble work in preparing 
young men and womeu for practice! 
life, and, hy the way, an effort is heing 
made to secure for the reading-room 
of this institution a library of Masonic 
and Anti-masonic hooks and contribu- 
tions Irom friends of hooks or’otherwise 
would he thankfully recoived and thor- 
oughly read.

On the morniug of the 20lli instant, 
a young man working on the extension 
of the B. and 0.

Tbe shipment of five thousand tons 
of Lake Superior pig iron to England 
within a short lime, is significant as 
marking the decline of England's supre- 
macy in the iron manufacture.

Mexico and Switzerland have recent- 
ly introduced radical changes in their 
constitutions regarding liherty of con- 
science. The following are clauses 
from a bill introduced for the revision of 
tbe Swiss Federal Constitution: 

1. There shall he complete freedom 
of conscience and creed. 

2. No one shall be compelled to teke 
nart in the acts of any religious body 
or in religious instruction. 

3. Civil and political rights shall not 
he made dependent on any regulations 
or conditions of a religious kind, and no 
religious opinions shall be admitted as 
justification for neglecting the duties of 
a citizen. 

4 No one shall be compelled lo pay 
taxes for the support of a religious 
'body of which heia not a member, and 
every citizen shall, sa far as compati- 
ble with puhlic order and morality, en- 
joy equal freedom in the exercise of 
his religion, and protection for the puh- 
lic services thereof.

The Evangelical Alliance on our Civil 
Government. 


“ JiaOVAB, JOVE, OB LORD.” 

At the late meeting of the Evangeli- 
oal Alliance its honored president, Dr, 

T. D. Woolsay of New Haven, read a 
dissertation ” On the attitude of the 
constitution aad government of the 
United States toward Christianity ," in 
which tha writer undertakes to show 
that this nation hy its constitution and 
laws is not distinctively Christian in its 
character; and, to illustrate his argu- 
ment, concludes hy asking affirmatively, 

“ If the people should all turn Moham- 
medaas nr Mormons, what material 
oliange would be needed in the laws, 
except ia those relating to the marriage 
relation and intestate estates t” 

Thst is to say, in the opinion of the 
learned writer, with these two excep- 
tions, Mohammedanism or Mormoniam 
are ahout as compatihle with the consti- 
tution and laws of the United States ae 
Christianity ; and the consequent sup- 
planting of the Bihle hy the Koran oi 
the Book of Mormon with all the im- 
moralities and crimes practiced under 
them, would necessitate no ” material 
change,” hut everything might go 
smoothly on in perfect harmony with 
our political system. With these ex- 
ceptions, no 'materiel change’ would he 
necessary to the succession of a Moham- 
medan or Mormon dynasty. Our civil 
institutions are so softly neuter and 
flexible, so devoid of Christian prineiph 
and positive morality, as to fit almost 
any people with equal facility, Chris- 
tian or infidel, civilized or savage. 

Such idea of the nature and fitness of 
our governmeat, while uot a little 
stsrtling and surprising to those who not only hy its polygamy, hut also hy 
have grown up with the old time notion, its whole polity and drift. Its govern 
that God is king ofj this nation Jjby di- , m*nt is a hierarchy, with its supreme 
vine right, we are glad to believe, are powers vested in its first president, who 
in eonflict with the history and ehornc- holds in his despotic hands both sword 


hy no possibility could they harmonize 
in tbe same political family. So early 
as 1649 the people of the territory of 
Utah elected officers for a state govern- 
ment, and demanded admission to tha 
Union, with teriffic threats in case of 
refusal. But neither threats nor blan- 
dishments could swerve Congress from 
its determined rejection. And this not 
only on account of their "plural marria- 
ges,” hut alio from tbe reason that their 
whole system, ecclesiastical and civil, is 
irreconcilnhle with the government and 
institutions of this country. A fun- 
damental dogma of thoir faith, which 
every true Mormon holds to ns one of 
tbe revelations nf their prophet and 
founder, is, that the authority of the 
Mormon ohuroh is paramount to the 
laws of the land; and its aim is to stth- 
ject tha United States to its power, 
though their conquest should he track- 
ed by " one goro of hlood from the 
Rocky mountains to the Atlantic 
ocean," as said their prophet Smith. 

By a recent decision of the United 
Ststes court for the territory of Utah, 
a Mormon is disqualified, hy his princi- 
ples and practice as a Mormon, to serve 
theUnited States ass grand juror oven, 
In rendering this judgment, Chief-Jus- 
tica McKeon remarked: — 

4 'If the mass of the American peo- 
ple were barbarians, or if the patriarch- 
’ or tribal system of government pre- 
rilcd among them, it is needless to 
ly that our constitution or institutions 
could not exist. It is not a little hu- 
miliating that it should seem to he 
necessary to add, that our constitution 
and laws do not require — nay, do not 
permit the toleration of any practice 
which wages war against the existence 
ol civilization. There have heea re- 
ligions which have required the offering 
up of human sacrifices to the sun, and 
the easting of little children to the 
crooodila of the Ganges, hut if such 
dseds were done iu this country, is 
thera ono man so dishonest that he 
would attempt to justify them hy the 
plea of religious toleration ?" 

Tbess words of the chief-justice to 
the sffect, especially, that our govern- 
ment cannot tolerate anything whioh 
wars against the very existence of 
lization itself, [are fitly spokea; they 
are in accordance with sound jurispru- 
dence, ths law s of self-preservation, and 
the dictates nf common sense. 

But the court before named has gone 
even further, and hy a judicial decision 
in 1870, refused naturalization to Mor- 
mon aliens, on the ground of thsir pe- 
culiar religious tenets and correspond- 
ing practices. In giving bis opinion 
the chief justice used the language fol- 

41 An applicantfor natural: 
for a favor; asks for the high privilege 
nf American citizenship; and he must 
show to the satisfaction of the court 
that he ia worthy of it Well, what 
are their [aliens] views of American 
civilization? What do they helieve to 
bo the rights and duties ol an Ameri- 
can citizen 1 Before they take the oath 
of citizenship, let the court be satisfied 
whether they helieve the supreme law 
of the laud to he the conetitulion, the 
laws of Congress, and the treaties of 
the United Slates; or whether they he- 
lieve it to he the revelations of 
polygamic prophet Let the coo 
satisfied what ‘pretended’ laws of God 
they mean to nhey, and what positive 
laws of God they mean to defy. In 
this ecuntry a man may adopt any re- 
ligion he pleases; hut no man may vie 
late our laws aad plead religion as ai 
excuse ; and no alien should he made 
citizen who will not ohey the lawa. Let 
nationa and aliens distinctly understand 
that in this country license is not liher- 
ty, and crime is not religion.” 

Who will presume to gainsay these 
hrave and truthful words 1 

Mormouism is at war with civilization 


ter of the government from it* incep- 
tion to the present hour. But as a 
newspaper column would be quite in- 
sufficient for an adequate review of the 
past, we come directly to one of the il- 
lustrative suppositions, and the oae 
nearer borne which is better known to 
us, namely, the transition of tbe peo- 
ple of the United Stales to Mormonism, 
What would follow such a change we 
cannot anticipate further than it is fore- 
shadowed hy the character of existing 
Mormonism. The transmuted people, 
ws must suppose, would do aa the 
Mormons do, think as they think, act 
as they aet. Utah would be spread 
over tbe whole aroa of tho United 
States, and their threatened conquest 
by tbe spocalyptie prophet of Mormon- 
ism would then he swiftly accomplished. 
In this mirror alono can wc see our- 
selves aa others would see us. 

For a quarter of a century the Mor- 
mens have been knocking at the 
door for admittance to the Union, but 
have found tho door bolted against 
them. Congress, again and again, has 
refused tho applicant*. Why? For the 
simple and sole reason that Mormonism, 
with or without its polygamy, is utterly 
incompatible with republicanism, and 


and purse. Every true Mormon is 
bound to execute the will of his chief, 
right or wrong, and wreak vengeenco 
upon all recusants who shall dare op- 
pose it. ’‘Oentiles," as all anti-Mor- 
mons aro breaded, are maltreated, har- 
nessed and often slain by them with 
impunity. Their haughty master, de- 
fiant of the authority of the United 
States, declares,] "1 am and 
be governor, and no power 
hindcrit until the Lord Almighty shall 
say, Brigham, you need not he gover- 
nor any longer.” Tho same spirit de- 
nounces the army of the United States, 
sont there to maintain the puhlio taws, 
as a moh, and drives out their territori- 
al judges at the point of the bayonet- 
Mormonism, in all its strange phases, 
is hut naother name for despotism. Its 
parallel for cruelty, dehnuehery, and 
usurpation, has seldom curved mankind, 
Lust is its spring and tyranny its prop. 
And how can it ho supposed that this 
rank growth of higotry and adultery ; 
this vile excrescence ol blasphemy and 
uncleannees, can eater into possession 
of our country: and livo under our con- 
stitution and lawa, without violence aad 
catastrophe to our government aad in- 
stitutions!

But Mormonism, like 
Mohammedanism, leaves most ol the 
ishorn children of its seraglios to grow 
up in ignorance, and as for morality 
wc havo already seeu how morality 
fares in this hotbed of crime and 
uncleannees, In every point of view, 
religious, political, social, and educa- 
onal, it is at war against tbe existence 
if our Christian civilization, and could 
10 more live under it than night under 
the eye of day. It is, hy no means, 
strauge that thia government should 
persistently spurn such a suitor for ad- 
mission to the Union, and leave the 
anxious amoroso to go unsealed tn th< 
thirty-eight stales, until civilizing sud 
redeeming influences shall have purifi- 
ed and decked her in seemly rohes fen 
the nuptials. 

Can it he true that the learned writer 
really imagines, on his supposition of 
all the people turning Mormons, that 
our present law of justice and humani- 
ty; of equal rights and moral obliga- 
tions would be honored aad upheld in 
their integrity under the ascendancy of 
a depostie hierarchy, seeking to hida 
iU guilty head in the night of the dark 
ages, with its polygamy, iu polytheism, 
its sensuality and its eavageness? Does 
he indulge the preposterous idea that 
laws, springing from Christian princi- 
ple, and redolent of love and good will 
to men, would flourish in tbe foul at- 
mosphere of the harem, or amid the 
corresponding dehauchery of Utah! Gr 
does he flatter himself that tha grand 
Seignor and Brigham Young 
enamored with our equal laws and 
Christian civilization, that tho Koran 
or tbe Book of Mormon, would quietly 
supplant the Old and New Testementaf 
Can he inform us bow, without rank 
perjury, Mormons could swear fidelity 
to our constitution and laws, when their 
whole blended polity of church and state 
is (utterly variant therewith, warring 
against our civilization? Or can he esti- 
mate the value of an oath coming from 
such a clan of renegades, whom the 
stales of New York, Ohio, Missouri and 
Illinois could not tolerate, and whnfled 
from civilization to the lone desert and 
howling wilderness, to find fit room to 
practice their superstitious rites and 
gross carnality?

It hardly need he addsd that the 
undersigned declares for Christ as king 
forever, believing with Jefferson, that 
" our liberties are tho gift of Ood, and 
are uot to be violated but with his 
wrath;” and with Webster, that 4 ’there 
is nothing more certain thnu that 
Christianity is part of the law of the 
land."

That it is allowable aud right for tho 
people of God to lay up treasures and 
necumulnts the goods of this world 
seems clear, and admits of no douht 
from the teaching nf the Scriptures. 
But that the prople of God have a gos- 
pel right aud privilege, either by pre- 
cept or example, to apply the same 
accumulated goods in any way, or to 
any purpose that their faacy or wishes 
may dictate to them, we greatly douht.

Qdjbotions. — 1. There are degrees 
oonnected wieh Masonry lu which Christ 
is recognized, and bis name' employed. 
This is admitted. These degrees are 
tha Knights of the Red Cross, Knights 
Templar, and Knights of Malts. Tbe 
lost two are someiimes denominated 
Chivalric Mesonry. They are derived 
from the Cliivalric oiders which flour- 
ished during the dark eges, and were 
oonspieuous in the Crusades. Stckels 
(Monitor, page 23.) says these degrees 
are “strictly Christian," and Mackey 
(Lexicon, page 381) says tile Rose 
Croix (Red Cross) "ie in the etricteat 
sense a Christian degree." Supposing 
therefore that the “Christian" de- 
grees arc •‘regular'' degrees in Ma- 
sonry, how far they are compatible with 
the 2 2d lendmurk, which declares that 
“all meet upon a level" in the lodga, 
with the declaration that the religion 
of Masonry is pure theism that Ma- 
sons are “obliged only to the universal 
religion in which all men agree" the 
reader can jndgo lor himself. 

But tbe material fact in the case is 
that these are not ’reguler’ degrees iu 
Masonry, but ‘side degrees.’ They ara 
said (Lexicon, page 33.) to be • 'ap- 
pendages to the (American) rite. And 
Sickels (Monitor, page 5, appendix) 
seyB they are “conferred in connection 
wtlb, and under the sanction of, Ma- 
sonic Assemblies;’’ plainly implying not 
hy them. * 'These eido degrees, " says 
Meckey, (Lexicoo, pege 444,) “have 
no connection with the ritual ofMasoo- 
rj, and their legelily it not acknowl- 
edged hy grand lodges.” 

k is well known that one of the land- 
marks of Masonry is that no woman can 
be made a Mason ; and yet, in the Lex- 
icon you will find what is calls J 'An- 
drogynous Masomy,’ or degrees in 
whioh men and women are received 
together. These degrees are, like the 
former, aonlc-rred “in connection wllh, 
and under the eancliuo of, Masonio 
Assemblies.” But they are not 'regu- 
lar,' but merely ’side degrees;' of

Not 
being a Mason, never having been horn 
again into th's ‘divine’ institution, or 
illuminated with its wonderful light, 
we bad thought the Bihle taught us 
our duty to our fellow-man, aud our- 
selves, as well as to Qod. But not so; 
we must look to the square and com- 
pass for that! (2.) “The Bible (Lexi- 
con, page 67.) is used among Masons 
as the symhol of the will of Qod, how- 
ever expressed." Observe, the Bible is 
not used hy Masons ss a revelation of 
the will of Qod, hut as tha 'symbol' of 
his will, and “however 
be expressed." The import of this 
latter clause is thus explained in the 
Manual, page 63: "To every Mason, 
whatever may he bis religious creed 
that revelation of the Deity which is 
recognized by his religion In comes bis 
trestle-board.

God, ” ie thus in the Manual unguard- 
edly expanded into this hroad declara- 
tion that the Word of Qod as used in 
the lodge, is precisely on a par with 
the words of the false prophet, the 


dedicated to them ae Christians hut ee 
eminent Masons 1 not as saints hut as 
pioUB and good men I (In order to 
which, according to Masonry, neither 
Christianity nor saintehip is necessary !) 
Recognizing them ae Christians is ‘sec- 
tarian, 1 hut every one can scs that rec- 
ognizing them only as eminent Masons 
is not 1 Qf courss, Mr. Mackey, this is 
perfectly clear, but it is not quite bo 
cleer that the two Saints John were em- 
inent Masons or Masous of any kind. 

It would he an interesting subject of 
study to consider the forerunner of the 
Lord Jesus, in the intervals of his min- 
istry, meeting unbelieving Jews aad 
idolatrous geotiles on a level in the 
lodge, and with a lambskin apron 
tucked under his leathero girdle, play- 
ing at murder over the body of Hiram 
Ahiffl And as for tho other St. John, 
his connection with tbe order gives us 
a new insight into tbe meaning of some 
of bis writings. John iil. 19-21 — 
“And this ie the condemnation; tbal 
light has come into tbe world, sod men 
loyed darkness rather than light, hecause 
cause their deede wera evil. For every 
that doeth evil hateth the light, neith- 
er cometh to the light, lest hie deedfc 
should be reproved. But lie that do- 
eth truth eometb to the light, that hie 
deeds may he mede manifest that thay 
are wrought in God." “And to which 
of the ssints wilt thou now turn !’’ 

4. It is sometimes said that Masonry 
cannot be a Christies* order, or so 
many professing Christians, and even 
Christian ministers, would not he found 
in it, As there is no sin of whioh ouch 
persone may not he guilty, and es some 
of these will he found in hell, it seeme 
unnecessary to consider this as an ob- 
jection. It may he added that as there 
is aceroely any sin of which real Chris- 
tians mey not be guilty, we should be 
careful in imitating their example, and 
fellow them only so far .is they follow 
Christ, which will never take us into 
tbe lodge, from which ha himself is 
excluded.

But, after all, itis simply a farmer’s cluh 
with closed doors and a ritual In the 
first degree it is a personation of ’ 'La- 
borer and Maid;" in the second, thet 
of the "Cultivator end tha Shepherd- 
ess ;” third, ‘ 'Harvester and Qleaner ;" 
fourth. “Husbandmen and Matron;” 
All of these make up a pantomime that 
serves to amuse, aa they draw in the 
whole of the memhers to take a part 
We may put these plays on a footing 
with hlind men's huff, spin the platter, 
or finding the button. It is simply 
amusement to draw young people to- 
gether, and the first object of the or- 
der waa for simply social, moral, and 
mental instruction. That, at least, 
was the avowed ohjeot of Mr. Saund- 
ers. But Mr. Kelley, who is the real 
head, gave it a hroader field, tinged with 
Washington idees; but these had to a 
great extent, to give place in the re- 
modeling to suit tbe present crisis, and 
to meet the present wants of the peo- 
ple. 

The young people are drawn to i t hy 
the noTelty and ae soon es that wears 
off, it will prove a simple fermer’e club.

A South African Funeral. 

K. — The following 1 ob- 
tained from a young man in Sy mouse 
at the convention of the New York

A short time 
after Miller's introduction to tho lodge room at Stafford, this 
same Daniel Johns entered the room, holding in his baud a 
drawn sword, and walked with large and quick steps across 
tho room, and, ns Miller describes it, seemed anxious to 
inspire terror into the captive. Miller however ventured to re- 
monstrate with him, having IcarncdJnsome way which lie can- 
not recollect, thet Johns was his prosecutor. JobnB however 
answered in a voice that faltered a little, 11 Miller, I am only 
doing whnt I hove been ordered to do."

hut the people seem to be asleep, un- 
concious of their danger; and while 
men sleep, the enemies of liberty and 
equal rights aro actually sowing the 
seeds of dissolution broadcast, all over 
our happy country. 

That there is at the present time 
among ths American people, eu over- 
anxious snd unbounded thirst for su- 
premacy and power, every observing 
men must see; and, as money is power, 
and leads directly to favoritism and 
monopoly, many of the oorrupt and 
designing men of this nation, especial- 
ly those in high officio! stations, spare 
no pains to gratify their insatiate de- 
sires, even if they hove to tremplejustice 
and equal rights in the dust to do so. 
Now it is quite evident that almost the 
whole puhlio business of our country is 
carried on under the influence snd con- 
trol of lesgucs, and rings, monopolies, 
secret combinations and oonspirecien. 
Among tbesn we have the trades un- 
ions, the workingmens’ unions, the 
stock-jobbers’ rings, the manufacturers’ 
rings, the whiskey rings, rail-road mo- 
nopolies, express company consolida- 
tions, snd many others. Soma of these 
are corporate hodies, and others are 
knocking at the doore of our legislative 
hells for ohsrters.snd exclusive privile- 
ges, that they may the more success- 
fully roh the publio, and gein undue 
advantage over their fellow cltieens. 
Through these combinations, the natu- 
ral lews of trade are seriously retarded, 
and businers ie kept in a foverisb and 
excited condition. 

Now ae the friendB of humanity, and 
the equal righle of all, we call for a 
radical reform of these abusee. Wn 
hold that, if it ie the right and duty of 
Congrtes and legislative bodies to 
grant charters end exclusive privileges 
to one man, or a body of mnn in busi- 
ness matters, it is alsn their duty by 
wiso legislation to restrain these favored 
oneB from overt acts of extortion and 
dishonesty. If this eennot be done, 
ws ask what is the use of law and gov- 
ernment amoDg men! It is only an- 
other name for weekness aud imbecili- 
ty. 

Again we hold that governments 
have no moral right to grant license to 
any man to commit crime. No mnn 
has a moral right to ask such privilege, 
and no legislative body has a right to 
grant it. The natural result of all such 
immoral legislation, only has a tenden- 
cy to enhance crime and misery, be- 
sides untold suffering, and double taxa- 
tion upon any people. Tbe present 
licenso law of eome of our states, au- 
thorizing men to manufacture and eell 
intoxicating liquors ae a beverage, will 
exemplify the truth of the ehove re- 
marks. The idea ie preposterous; and 
we believe tho law making power of 
these steles will be held fearfully re- 
sponsible for these things. We demand 
reform on this queetion, and go for a 
prohibitory law. 

We are also opposed to the renewal 
and extention of patent rights, hecause 
it grants exclusive rights to a few, to 
eatiate their avarice at the expense of 
the many, by selling their discoveries 
at fourfold their actual cost. 

Another source of danger that now 
threatens the rights and liberties of the 
American people ie to secularize the 
government in all its departments. 
This insulting demand ie now holdly 
edvocetcd by a large close of American 
citizens, and comprehends among other 
things, the abolishing of all charitable 
institntione Dow supported by public 
funde; and all religious services now 
sustained by government; and especial- 
ly that the use ot the Bible in publio 
schools be prohibited. They demaud 
also that ell judicial oaths in courts and 
other departments of government shall 
be abolished, that the enforcement and 
observance of Sabbath laws be repealed; 
and that all laws looking to the en- 
forcement of Chustian morality shall be 
abolished. Now we ask the people of 
Michigan, we ask the people of Genesee 
county, are you prepared for this! Are 
you prepared to elect men to office who 
would thus embrnte tbe whole Tsce of 
man, and rob you of every element of 
morel and religions restraint that good 
men hold dear, or that bind them in 
governmental bonds or social inter- 
course! We answer, Ifo, no/ 

But, above and beyond all the evils 
whioh we have enumerated, we hold 
that the evil tendencies of secret oath- 
bound societies are to be feared more 
than all others. These orders for sev- 
eral years past have evidently heen on 
the increase, and fast growing into 
popular favor; all founded on similar 
genera! principles, — seerstism; and all 
giving oountenance and support to each 
other; while their inside workings are 
hidden from puhlio gaze hy horrid oaths 
and barharous death penalties. At the 
head of all these, stands speoulativs 
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Freemasonry as the giant evil of the 
whole hrood. the parent, ths sun,arouod 
which the lesser satellite* revolve; end 
we heoitate not to cay that the princi- 
ples and practices of this order are whol- 
ly incompatible and necessarily opposed 
to the civil and religious institutions of 
our country. We givo helow some 
reasons why we make this charge: 1st 
Because it is a secret inalitulion, Sr- 
cretism is the hadge of evil doers the 
world over, hut honest men need no 
such oovering. 2nd, BecnUBe tt is a 
despotio power, and therefore opposed 
to republican institutions. 3d r Because 
it claims a right to admioister oaths 
and inf], ct death penalties upon its own

'Tha whole cost of Odd- 
fellow ship to the membership for tbe 
year at a moderate estimate, therefore, 
may be put at $17,104,284.48. It is 
not to bs wondered at tbereforn that 
25,773 members suffered tbemselvee 
to he suspended mostly for noa-pay- 
ment of dues during tha year. And

Rev. T, W, Aveliag of London re- 
ported in tbe meeting of the Ohristian 
Alliance iu New York slatistica of ten 
similar organisations of Christian phy- 
lanthropliy in Great Britain which have 
raised for orphans twenty millions of 
dollars in round numhors, mostly dur- 
ing the last twenty years; and hestates 
that tbe amount expended annually in 
bis country for purposes of Christian 
philanthrophy, i. e. , over abova what 
' over to sustain Christian institu- 
tions, is not less than fiftceu and a balf 
millions of dollars. Set down aa much 
done for Christina philanthropy in tho 
the Uuited States and you would not 
make an over nstimate, Iu truth so 
much ia done in every Christian con- 
gregation for the good of those in their 
own locality, of which no record is kept 
or report givon, that exaot estimates 
are impossible and the vastneas of the 
amount incomprehensible if the items 
could all be collected. Besides all this 
and of more value than all the dollars 
and cents, whether paid hy Christians 
or others, is the fact that " Oodliness is 
profitable unto all things" and tbe “poor 
have the gospel preached to them.” 
Four denominations of Protestants in 
this country raise end expend aunually 
more than four millions of dollars ia 
preaching the 'gospel to Hums who 
could or would not otherwise bear the 
tidings of salvation. 

These are some ot the things we have 
dooe, And we assert, feerleee of truth- 
ful contradiction, that 450.000 of the 
poorest widows ia our-eburehes actually 
paid more money during the year 1872 
toproper subjects of real philanthrophy 
thea the same number ol Odd-fellowa 
paid to hhs subjects through that 
vaunted benevolent order.

WHY THIS PERPETUAL UNREST t 


This is Satan's old charge in Eden, 
that God’s way is harsh and his owo 
way pleasant. Never did one attempt 
to displace religious shame, but he was 
accused as hostile to human enjoyment. 

Nothing could he more untrue. 
Judge Upham, a Unitarian, in his "Sa- 
lem Witchcraft” says the early Puritans 
were a happy and joyous people ; that 
tho New England forests rang with the 
hiliarity of their log cabin raisings, 
their huskings, quiltings, apple par- 
ings, thanksgivings, and New Year’a 
parties. They were neither morose 
nor licentious, neither Roundheads nor 
Cavaliers. It is religious fictiou like 
C hristmae, which have made the monks, 
nuns, anchorites and ascetics, of oil 
ages. Loose doctrines and loose mor- 
als make loose saints; and Saint Wood- 
hull, Saint Tilton, and Salut Beecher 
have always hcen vihrating between the 
harem and the cloister. These are the 
Christmas-loving saints; and the Inde- 
pendent has been their organ. Is it to 
continue so! 


The following extract from a letter 
of S. R. Shepherd, of Grasshopper 
Falls, Kansas, is highly suggestive. 
It contains many of our objections to

Surely it. is unequal and unjust to 
tax the poor for the benefit of the rich, 
and when the poor can no longer keep 
up his payments to declare all his pay- 
ments forfeited for tho benefit of those 
who can continue to pay and so come 
into possession of ihe whole fund at 


berahip above the 
uess of the lowest grades of fallen hu- 
manity. ’-Business is one thing nnd 
benevolence another, "and legally Odd- 
fellowship is "a mere health insurance 
company 1” True, Pest Grand. And 
the advocates of Odd-fellowship nnd 
the people would only hear theee truths 
in mind we ekould hear no more of 
Odd-fellowship as a charitable institu- 
tion. This disposes of all tbe boasting 
of Odd-fellowship on the score of 
terial aid and pecuniary benefits. There 
is no benevolence in it; only business; 
mere health insurance and that of the 
most exacting and unprofitable descrip- 
io the iesured that usurers ever had the 
audacity to propose. That is, they 
propose to receivo and do receive and 
retain 83 or $4 in premiums for every 
dollar paid hack on policies. 

But be says there are two phasei 
Gdd-fellow6hip; one occupies a mi 
higher plane than the other. The first 
relates to bodily or pecuniary relief, 
the other to "relief in distress of every 
kind and for every attainable good/' 
Of course relief from the distress o 
disgrace for crime, of conviction ii 
court and from the sentence and exe 
cution of justice. “And for every at 
tainable good," every sort of advantage 
over outsiders and every benefit which 
religion itself can confer. How far 
does this declaration come short of 
justifying our charge that Odd-fellow- 
ship is a conspiracy against society and 
an impious attempt to destroy Chris- 
tianity by subetituting its fellowship 
fur that of the church; its authority 
for that of Christ’s; and its righteous- 
ness for hie redemption, 

But hear this Past Grand further: — 
“It is a great mistake to suppose 
that all men want benefits when they 
are sick. Thousands of the best men 
of our land do not join our order, be- 
cause as is often said — “Why you ere 
nothing but a health insurance com- 
pany-all well enough for operatives, 
mechanics and such as livo from hand 
to mouth, but I do not desire to get 
my health insured.”

I uotice.in an article nnder the head 
"Forty years ago," the assertion of Mr. 
John R, Milford, who says, "I have 
aeon a grand jury selected by n Mason- 
ic sheriff with the express view to pre- 
vent an indictment against a brother 
Mason.” In the grand jury that was 
packed by sheriff Thompson at Batavia 
for Fchruary term of 1887 no bills 
against the actual conspirators were 
found; but bills against James Qonson, 
Daniel Johns and George Ketcham for 
conspiring to obtain Morgan's manu- 
scripts. This was tha moat trifling affair 
of the whole. Eighteen of this jury were 
Freemasons, aud iu the April term 
1827, the term when the kidnappers of 
Miller were tried and convicted, that 
were indicted in October. 1826, eight 
of the jury of February, 1827, were in- 
dicted as actual conspirators in the kid- 
napping of Morgan and Miller; namely : 
Timothy F. Parker, Hollia Pratt, Wil- 
lard Eddy, Benjamin F. Towner, Augus- 
tus P. Haskell, Benjamin Davis, Adna 
Simpson and tbe foreman, Samuel F. 
Bntler. At the June term following, 
Sheriff Thompson who packed the 
jury, William Saaver, the Master of 
the lodge, Nathan Follett, the Masonic 
printer, and Blanchard Powers, justice 
of the peace, were indicted for conspir- 
acy. Sheriff Bruce was taken from jail 
and brought to Batavia, but refused to 
be sworn, and Jobn C. Spencer sent 
him back to Leckport jail again. Nine 
of the foregoing were members of tbe 
Presbyterian or Episcopal churcb, Tru- 
ly did the Hon. Jobn C. Spencer say in 
reply to a committee of the respectable 
citizens of Autauga (Alabama) "It 
(Freemasonry) has changed the char- 
acters of some of our best citizens. 
Men who fotmerly would have been 
among the Grst in bringing to justice 
offenders agaioat tlie laws, have virtu- 
ally become the apologists of murder- 
ers and kidnappers. So far from aid- 
ing in their detection, our best citizens, 
magistrates and sheriffs have.iuterposed 
every obstacle iu their power. Wit- 
nesses have been concealed and spirited 
aw ay by them. The guilty have heen 
assisted in escaping, etc., etc. Such is 
the nnture of Freemnaonry, yet con- 
nected with the church of Christ and 
opposing the laws of God and man.

Among the calamities which shame 
and curse the age in which we live, 
is tha dehauch and defilement of 
conscience, the corruption of the nnd uprightness 


very fountain of integrity, and that 
consequent disregard of moral obliga- 
tion and divine law, which allows men 
to confound right and wrong, which 
makes them careless of good and evil, 
and leadB them to wink at iniquity, 
countenance evil-doing, and sit quietly 
down without rasistance or protest, 
while the very elements of manhood, 
virtue, and integrity, are rooted 
and destroyed around them, until 
rnption and iniquity flood the land 
with shams. 

In financial circles, with their gigan-

isees, " once hidden and allowed to re- 
main, leavena the whole lump with 
rotteunesa and decay. 

Asida from secret indulgence in 
known and cherished sine there is noth- 
ing'more dangerous to a young and im- 
pressible mind, than to be placed in 
constant and tolerant association with 
wrong. To look silently upon iniqui- 
ty; to hush the indignant outcry of a 
manly conscience; to bow to evil which 
seems to strong too be resisted and too 
well entrenched to be dislodged; to 
watch the windings of tha crooked ser- 
pent and yet feel no desire to bruise his 
infernal head ; and thus to harden the 
conscience, and loose all faith in pur- 
ity, manhood and integrity, and drift 
into the ourrent of worldly selfish craft 
till every trace of honor and upright- 
ness has vanished away — thia is fearful 
in the extreme. 

Especially is this disastrous when 
it occurs in those societies or corpora- 
tions which are called religions. Inex- 
perienced, ardent, and confiding, the 
.novice is there introduced to tho 
tricks and deceptions of unscrupulous 
partisans nnd self-seeking demagogues ; 
he reads, unprotesting, i he sham re- 
ports which he knows are false and de- 
deceptive; he observes the constant en- 
deavor to put the best tide out; ho 
witnesses the narrowness, the trickery, 
the unfairness of their actions; he sees 
one person rejected for his faith, whilo 
another who agrees with him fully is 
endorsed and excepted; he sees one 
man condemned for his faults , and at 
tho same time another fellowehipped 
who is well known to be guilty of the 
same things sad worse; h 
respect paid to worthless

When thoroughly 
dried, it is ground to powder, aud mix- 
ed with some substance like gum, that 
causes it to adhere together. It is 
then passed into moulds and shaped in- 
to buttons, comhs, knife-handles, etc.

Resolved, That we highly approve of 
the proposed National Anti-masonic 
Convention, to he holden at Baltimore 
on the 26th of Sept, next for the pur- 
pose of nominating o candidates for the 
Presidency and the Vice Presidency, 
be supported on AnU-masonio princi- 
ples. 

Resolved, That we recommend to the 
Anti- masonic State Committee to call 
convention in this commonwealth, 
at such time and place and in such 
form as to them shall seem expedi- 
ent, for the purpose of nominating can- 
to be supported hy the Anti- 
party at the gubernatorial 
elsction in November next.

Ma. Eoitob: — O n the 7th day ol 
June, 1873, W, H. Houser read 
a summons requiring me without fail 
to appaar hefore Yntea City lodge, No. 
148, at a regular communication, June 
19lh, 1872. At tha sama time he gai 
ma a copy of the Chargee with specifi- 
cations as follows:—

1 n the performance of uiy duiit_ ... 
Junior Warden of the lodge, I harehy 
preseot the following ohargea against 
Bro.W H Robinson, a memher of the 
lodge: He has been very imprudent in 
h-s conversation in regard to Masonry, 
both to the brethren and to tha uniniti- 
ated; and has heen guilty of disclosing 
proceedings of the lodge to outsiders in 
violation of Sec. 2, artcle 7, of our By- 
laws, He has also manifested a re- 
vengeful, unmsaonic disposition nnd 
w int of respect for aod ohedience to 
Masonio superiors, which is in direct 
violation of Sec. 2, article 10 of our 
By-laws. With the following specifica- 
tions: 

1st. Feb. 6th, 1873, in the presence 
of Bro. Smith Rhea he threatened 
lo accomplish certain things, or break 
up tbe lodge. He also expressed a re- 
gret that he had hacoma a Mason. 
Ha has expressed similar sentiments in 
tha presence of olhera both tohia breth- 
ren and to the uninitiated. 

2d. On or about tbe 26th of May, 
1873, be, in tbe presence of Bro. F. T. 
Westfall and myself, ignored the opin- 
ion and ruling of tbe Orand Master, 
and nsed very tow, degradiog language 
in regard to him. 

2d. There was published, 
Christian Cynosure, an article 
signature, whioh he boosts of having 
written, in which is clearly manifested 
a revengeful.unmasonio disposition. By 
tho wrning and publication of which ' 
has violated his obligation, and showi 
sot of veracity seldom witnessed in 
ly man, much less in a Mason.

WHAT SHAPE SHALL THE REFORM 
TAKE? 

It is obvious that there ia to be a 
long and fierce struggle before tho se- 
oret orders losa their hold on the United 
States in church and etata. 

It is clear, and growing clearer to the 
redacting, that tha douhle connection 
with a lodge and a church, and a double 
allegiance to Freemasonry and the Re- 
public, oannot and must not be tolerated 
if weexpect Christianity or popular gov- 
ernment to stand. The millions of tares 
consumed on such temples of secrecy 
as sra now erected in Philadelphia and 
New York; the time of able-bodied 
citizens consumed in vain aad worth- 
less ohjeots; but, ahove all, the sys- 
tematic setting asida of Jesus Christ, and 
displacing the civil oath by others 
threatening horrible and prompt inflic- 
tions — a very little candor end reflac- 
tion must see — will eventually make 
American society what similar causes 
have made society in Asia, where the 
gospel was first preached and churches 
were first planted; unless these mistle- 
toes are torn out hy tbe roots. 

How shall this hs done I 

First, We must have a union of those 
ehurches which do not, ezcludieg those 
churches which do, tolerate the double 
connection. The secret, spurmus wor- 
ships evor bavs run out and run down 
the Ohristian religion where they havo 
got footingin ils churches, and they ev- 
er will. It matters notlbat miiliitudce 
of Freemasons know little nnd care lit- 
tle about the order. They swell 
ita revenues, mimhers uud respect- 
ability; whilo ihe men at the head 
of it hate Chrietienity and give their 
first allegiance to tho lodge aa against 
the State.

The Natioenl political mass-meeting, 
to be held at the close of our anniver 
aary, must do for us. as citizens, what 
‘•The United Churches of Christ," 
would do jfor us as Christians. The

If 
idolatry would have swamped the He- 
brew commonwealth in Moses' day; it 
will swamp ours.

AGASSIZ. 

This noted aad loteresiing person is 
dead; and tha press, especially the tech- 
nically religious press, 1ms pronouncod 
bis eulogy. 

Ho had the physique of an athlete, 
strong and well proportioned, and n 
countenance beaming with -in agrees- 
abla intelligence; and under and back 
of nil an enthusiasm for the study of 
nature which knew neither intermis- 
sion or weariness. His euccess oorrfs- 
ponded with his zeal, which was well 
nigh boundless. The Massachusetts 
legislature, in tbe midot of the great 
war, voted and paid twenty thousand 
dollars from tho etata treasury for bis 
museum of rossile; in which.it would 
be a large estimate to suppose, that one 
person in one thousand of the state’s 
population, had, or av6r will have any 
rational, intelligent interest. And it ie 
curious that tba most zealous persons 
for supporting and lauding the 
study of dead animals and reptiles 
turned to etone ore, generally, 
the very persons who cry loud- 
est against the study of tbe lan- 
guages of dead nations; albeit the lan- 
guage! of Christ and hie apostles, and 
of the conquerors ol the world. 

Galileo, Bacon, Kepler, Newton and 
Franklin have all left ideas and princi- 
ples which the school-houses and work- 
shops of tbe world havo domesticated 
and mada their own. We fear it would 
puzsle the eulogists of Agassie to 
point out the laws, principles, or facta, 
which are tr bear hie name to othor 
generations.

"But what,” I asked, " are wa to do 
with Paul's teaching that "God created 
of oue blood all the nations of men on 
all the face of tbe earth?" 

“ Prove me," he replied, with what I 
do aot understand unless it were a 
quibble, — "Prove me that ona hlood 
msana one pair.” 

Well; he is gone, and we shall soon 
follow where the limners of eternity 
have painted tbe hosts of beavan at 
following and worshiping Christ, who 
uppeare "in the midst of the thrane as 
it were a Lamb slala from tha founda- 
tion of the world,” And if we survey 
the nations on this side death, it would 
surely seem as if Paul said truly: 
“ Neither is there salvation in any oth- 
er." Let us emulate hie virtues, and his 
zeal for knowledge, but cleave fast lo

THE QUERIES* 

A word in reply to the first and 
second ‘ ’ Queries" in tha last Cy 
no sure, Whether the humiliation 
of Caatelar in submitting to the 
arrogant demand of o ur govern- 
ment in the Virginius matter caused 
his overthrow and that of the Spanish 
Republic, or aided that disaster to lib- 
erty, wa ere not sufficiently informed 
to make any positive assertion ; although 
it seems to us highly prohable that was 
one cause, if not a chief cause, of the 
overthrow of tbe Republic. 

That Masonry dictated the courts of 
our government in tbe affair, we think 
there is hardlyroom for a doubl. Tbe 
discovery all at onca after the lapse of 
five years that the Spanish government 
la Cuba "martyred” a number of 
Masons uear Santiago, whose' widows, 
it is said, were outraged hy the mob in 
their demonstrations of joy at the cap- 
ture of tbe Virginius is e fact of great 
significance. Why was that execution 
then first proclaimed and reiterated by 
all the Masonic filibustering papers of 
the nation, with a shriek for veugeance 
to be executed on the Cubans. Those 
Masons were not executed for being 
Masons, hut for using Masonry accord- 
ing to its adaptations for perpetuating 
connpirecy and treason. Just as the 
Virginua was captured, not as an indig- 
nity to tbe flag or government of tbe 
United States, but to frustrate fili- 
busters, and rescue our flag from being 
prostituted to the purposes of pirates. 
Yet the Mas ms with one voice chimed 
in with tho filibusters in demanding 
vengeance upon tbe Cuhaus. Why 
should they demand this? Why, that 
Masonry, which is now weak and un- 
popular in Cuba, might be eet up and 
become the controlling power behind 
tbe throna, as it is here and in avery 
country where it ia 1st loose and liberty 
to combat it with press and tongue is 
put in chains. 

A poor, deluded Mason, of Gran- 
ville, Midi., fired with the spirit ef this 
i grand crusade, wrote us on the subject, 
expressing very pious concern for us 
lest oar sincerity should he Berionsly 
doubled if wa denounced the crime of 
murdering one man, said to have been 
committed forty years ago, and were 
silent respocting the numerous murders 
and horrible barbarities inflicted upoc 
the Masons of Cuba, and upon their 
widows and orphans nt the present 
time. Why do you not demand, said 
he, that "justice shall overtake these 
malefactors T" For two reasons wo 
make no such demand. First, 
they aro wholly without our jurisdic- 
tion; and secondly, theouly evidence in 
the case is Masonic newspaper rumor; 
always to be taken at a large discouut, 
but in this case attended by circumstsu 
cos that utterly annihilate their credi- 
bility. This poor Mason is distressed 
that we should have so little horror at 
Anti-maeonie violence in Cuba; but the 
very fervor of his piety was an evident 
ioaglag to sweep Cuba with pillage. fire 
nnd carnage. His cowardice oquall-d 
hia hypocrisy, and he withheld Uis name, 
or we would give it to tbe public.

tend to; — all have n genuine Masonic 
aspect, and satisfy us that those mem-

News of our W oris. 

Lectures nt lllinea, N. Y. — Tile Secret- 

Ista Uefcnd tliemsotves ns usual. 

The lectures oy Prof. C. A Blan- 
chard eneouuced lo be given in Ltbsca, 
were delivered iu Jouraal Hall and not 
st Cornell University, as stated in tlio 
Cynosure. Tbe first lecture was de- 
livered under embarassing circumstan- 
ces. There was no committeu appoin- 
ted and the (riends of tbe cause in the 
place were in total ignorance of the 
fact thet no proper preparation hed 
been mode to insure the success of tha 
lectures. Professor Blanobard’i ser- 
vices were engaged and the hall rented 
by parties residing outside the 
piece, who evidently supposed that 
their reBponeibility ended thera. 
The leotures wore not proparly 
advertised, no bills were posted, 
and the ettendance the first 
aveuing was small. Tho subject wai 
"Oollege Secret Boeieties,” or es an- 
nounced in tho Cynosure, "Who killed 
Mortimer Leggett!" This tragedy is 
still fresh in tbe minds o the oitizena 
of Ithaca, end e leoture on the subjeot 
would uudoubtably have attracted 
muah attention had it been generally 
understood. 

The next dey handbills announcing 
the subject for the evening’s leoture, 
"How is a man made a Mason;" were 
carried to nearly every house in the 
place, and the attendence was muoh 
hotter, a number of students from tba 
University were present nnd evidently 
inclined to mtke a disturbance; an allu- 
sion made by the speaker to the Kap- 
pa Alpha society drew from there 
young gentlemen (!) hisees and other 
discordant sounds. The lecturer waa 
obliged to stop several times, tha stamp- 
ing and hissing being so loud that hia 
voice could not he heard. At theolose 
lie congratulated the young men on 
the possession of euch excellent feet and 
lungs, a compliment whioh thoy ack- 
nowledged hy attending him to his ho- 
tel and pelting him with en >wbolla. 

On Thursday evening, tha Professor 
repeated, by request, tho leoture on Col- 
lege Secret Societies, tba audience was 
still larger nnd tha students with a few 
exceptions, satin a body, with a sprink- 
ling of Masons among them. At the 
conclusion of tho prayer offered hy a 
resident minister, there wae loud oheer- 
ing from thnt part of tho hall; and the 
lecturer had lmrdly commenced when 
a din arose that suggested the idea that 
Ithaca end Pandemonium are synony- 
moua names. Several ladies became 
frightened and left the hall. Professor 
Blanchard was repeatedly obliged to 
etop speaking five and ten minutes at 
a time, hissing, stamping, barking and 
a "baa” from one, left no doubt in the 
minds of sensible people as to what 
sort of hirds and beasts are enraged at 
the anti-secrecy movement. The Pro- 
fessor preserved his composure and good 
humor unruffled throughout. When he 
had nearly finished these Tigilant cham- 
pions of secret ordero and public dis- 
orders aroia in a hody and merched to- 
ward the door, singing, whistling and 
stomping; then marched back and took 
their seats, thereby preventing the 
closing remarks from being heard. 

Professor Blanchard spoke of the 
discrepancy in tho statements of the 
students at tbe investigation in the 
caee of Leggett's death, one of whom 
testified chat they were uot initiating 
young Leggatt into the Kappa Alpha 
society, while others stated that they 
were; implying that some ol the wit- 
nesses had perjured themselves. After 
tho lecture Vice-President Russell, of 
Cornell University, arose to defend the 
charaoter of the youeg men and to rec- 
oncile their coatrudictory statements. 
His explaeatioa was that tbe walk out 
to the cliff was not properly a part of 
the initiatory ceremonies, although pre- 
liminary to them tho candidate was tak- 
en thera; and to use bis own language, 
"with the moae careering through the 
azure heavens to add to the solemnity 
of the scene" a noletnn oath was ad- 
ministered to him to conceal whatever 
secrets should be revealed to him dur- 
ing the initiation. Six-Mile Gorge seen 
by moonlight is doubtless a very im- 
pressive sight but wouldu’c a great 
part of tbe effect be lost on the candi- 
date from the fact of hie bcieg blind- 
folded! Tbe moon ia said to exert,* 
peculinr influence on lunatics nnd idiots 
and possibly men who consent to bo 
hlindfoldcd end led nronud in this man- 
ner are Biibjeot to the seme influence 
os the two clit-ses before named.

Tbe House of Representatives have 
recently reversed a rule which has 
stood unscathed until now, ever since 
tbe foundation of the government.

the vigorous, organized effort for 
remedy. 

•‘And now in closing, let me simply 
call attention to-a numb r of important 
points concerning this chain of testi- 

1. The witnesses are citizens of the 
highest standing. Learned and patri- 
otic men, lawyers, judgt-B, divines, leg 
islntois, editors, professors of political 
science, all unite in harmonious and 


most explicit testimony to the religious 
defect of our Constituriou. This mass 
of testimony might be indefinitely aug- 
mented by citing less emineut witnesses. 

2. The testimony is calm and de- 
liberate. It wns not called forth in de- 
fense of any party or seot. There is 
nothing partizau or sectarian ahout it. 

Men of all shades of political opinion, 
of the different religious denomina- 
of them not church mem- 
hero nt all, eo far as is known, in the 
South as well aa tbe North, lift up the 
? and point at the same la- 
mented defect. 

Rev, David D. Kerr , of the United 
JPresbyterian, a man who is regarded 
conservative ou questions of reform, 
delivered n valuable address from which 
take the following; 

•It may have boen felt by our fa- 
thers, in allowing tbe omission, that 
tho Christian character of the nation 
ell understood, and that 
Christianity itself would remain so fully 
recognised as tha common law ol tho 
land, that a formal acknowledgment o t 
it wns not necessary. But we can 
plead for oxouseno nucii delusion now. 

inning in like a flood are 
threatening all that is distinctive aud 
all that Is ennobling to thc Christian 
oheracter of the oatiou. Thoy demand 
our Bible be thrown out of tho 
puhlio sohcols; that our religioua oath 
shall he abolished; that tha ministers 
religion shall be driven out of 
the hall* of Congress and State Lsgia- 
atso from all ohaplnincins in 
the army and navy of the nation ; that 
our merriago and Sabbath laws shall be 
repealed; that all national acknowledg- 
ment of God in days of thanksgiving or 
humiliation before him nhail ba aban- 
doned; that all legislation in favor of 
Ohristian morality shall ccese; that 
everything distinctively Christian shall 
be blotted out from the nation. The 
issue has been made. The battle hea 
heguo. The enemy is moving on our 
feeble defences. He tails us that he 
has tho sanction of the Constitution; 
that he hears the hanner nf the nation 
and flaunts in our faces one in whose 
ugly folds are spread out in dark let- 
ters, 'No God, No Christ. No Christ- 
ian Morality 1’ .... 
Away with all the miserable pleas with 
which any Christian man can axcuae 
neutrality in Buch n conflio t as this. Of 
whst force at the throne of Ood will he 
all pleadings from fears of union of 
ohurcli and state and violence to the 
coutciencea of men, most of whom have 
no cooRcience in the matter, with too 
mauy of whom neither religion or con- 
science has any existence that they re- 
spect. Wc want no union of church 
and state. Let that question be raised 
in this country and there is no element 
of the opposition that would raise 
against it that would be more decided 
and determined than that represented 
in this convention. Wo wish no re- 
straint of the rightful liberties of any 
man. But we would have the Ood of 
all men and ell consciences acknowl- 
edged in his rights. We would have 
him os the God of this nation exalted 
in the lend aud acknowledged in the 
supremacy of his authority and tha 
glory of his name.” 

Frequent applause from the audience 
assured the speaker of tlieir endorse- 
ment of hia sentiments. Dr. Brown, 
of New Castle made some admirable 
points. We have room only for the 
fallowing: 

"Opp-inents say that nothing should 
be in the Constitution of a religioua 
oharscler and about which men 
might have conscientious differences 
of ^opinioo. Now, if that were 
the case it would bs a very 
brief document, much briefer than it 
now ia, for, direotly in the teeth of the 
religious and conscientious convictions 
of some citizens, it asserts the war 
power and the right of oapital punish- 
ments and provides for giving these 
powers effect. But if the argument 
were correct , we never could have any 
government at all. Of 40.000.000 of 
people, it would be enough that one 
man should object to something that 
the rest deemed essentiat, and stand 
upon hia conscience. It would he a 
very remarkable exhibition of tho ^one- 
man power: [laughter;] but it would 
be correct according to the opponent’s 
principle; though what was to hecome 
of the con Alienees of the remainder of 
the 40,000,000 would be a perplexing

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The Conflict of Law. 


Ladies ash Gentlemen: The ap- 
parent an3 immediate question before 
us is: Shall tbe Goostitution of the 
United States be so ohanged as I 
cognize the authority of God, HiB 
Christ aud His Word! The ultimat 
and real question is: Are the American 
people to he and continue a Christian 
nation ! 

In tbe opposition nf the views held 
by those wbo called this convention 
extremes meet. Atheistic blasphemers 
and /‘doctors" of a sick divinity vie 
with one another in the endeavor to 
prevent any national recognilioo of the 
fact that it is by virtue of powers deriv- 
ed from above that laws are made for 
tbe government of men. Should this 
movement fail (as it will uot), most of 
our religious (!) papers would rejoice, 
while every infidel club and grog shop 
in the iaod would celebrate with laugh- 
ter and shout the dishonor of our God. 

Of course opposition thus diverse in 
character does not spring from the 
same source. As in material warfare, 
some fight for gain , some for vengeance, 
some for glory, aod some because 
' ‘sweet and beautiful it is for fatherland 
to die;” so to this war on the recogni- 
tion of Christ, tbe ribald atheist is 
moved by forces which do not con- 
sciously influence the Christian mau 
wbo honestly differs from us in opinion. 

The Christian says: Our nation is 
already Christian in sentiment and can 
be made more so, ouly by iudividual 
act. Putting one or a dozen msutions 
of Christ into the Constitution will not 
convert an infidel or save a soul. Very 
true, neither will putting a pump into 
a well make any more water. We 
don't put pumps into wells for the pur- 
pose of increasing the water supply, 
hut fur tbe purpose of using what ia 
already there. So it is proposed to 
put this recognition of God and Christ 
and the Bible into the Constitution, 
not to make more Christian sentraieut, 
hut to tus a Christian conviction ah 
ready existing. To pump (if you will 
allow the expression) the Christian 
feeling of the American people into the 
law on marriage, the Sabbath aud hon- 
esty, until our laws adequately represent 
our belief. 

The infidel, on tbe other baud, says: 
“The Cunstitutiou is atheistic and 
should remain so. To recognize God 
as you wiBb would bn n practical uuion 
of church aud state.* would he oppres- 
sive and wrong.” Still further: ‘ Many 
of our lawB are diatiuetively Christian, 
and between them and the atheistic 
Constitution there is a conflict of law; 
this conflict must be settled hy abroga- 
ting all eucb Christian laws. Witter 
can rise by its own act no higher than 
its source, neither can law. The Ci 
atitution ia the source of law. Il 
atheistic and the laws must be." 

The infidel is both right and wrong 
— right when be contends that there 
is a couflict of law, wrong when be 
says that we labor for a union of church 
and state. Even if we were seeking 
sueb a union we would be more nearly 
in tbe right than those wbo have al- 
ready united the state und tbe suloon. 
It would be far better to have average 
Christian men for office holders limn 
the drunken, thieving crew wbo 
steal the public money und demoralize 
tbe public conscienco. It would bo far 
better to bave the ballot box in tbe 
meeting bouse than in the rum shop, 


where profane oaths, floods of filthy 
tohacco juice and barrels of whisky help 
Americans to select their legislators. 
But union of church and state is tbe se- 
lection by tbe nation of one church, the 
appointment of its officers and over- 

iglit of its doctrines. For such a un- 
to uone of us plead.

re are all of us opposed. What we do 
ask Is that the nation tell its own peo- 
ple and tbo world by wbat God it

position op tub ooNsnroTioN. 

The Constitulion declares that Con- 
gress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof, and also, that 
no religious test shall ever h-- required 
as a qualification to any officer or pub- 
lic trust uuder the United States. 
These statements are very general. No 
law may be made prohibiting the free 
exercise of religion. But who is to de- 
cide what ia religion ! The citizens, of 
eoutse. for Congress may make no law' 
respecting an establishment of religion. 
Every man may choose his religion or 
make a new one, and Congress may 
nut prohibit its free exercise. Tartar, 
Confucian aod Hindoo, may bring their 
gods many and lords many. The Mos- 
lem minaret may shine in the setting 
sun from every bill ; every grave- 
yard become a temple of Celestial - 
sbipers of the dead. Every one of 
India's three hundred million gods may 
leave tbet land where the 
Himalaya stand silent sentinel, and 
Cape Comorin looks out upon tbe 
mer sea. Every one of them may come 
to this Christian land, and here find 
congeuial borne. 

We cannot say, as a nation, that 
they ilo not bave good religions, for wc 
must pass do act respecting tbe estab- 
lishment of wriigion. We cannot forbid 
tbeir practices, for we must not prohi- 
bit its free exercise. 

It answers no good purpose to say 
that wife-burning, man-sacrificing and 
babe-killing are not religious practices 
These things are done by millions of 
people in tbs ii.trae of religion. When 
we say they me not religious acts, we 
make a law respecting the establish- 
ment of religion. When wa prohibit 
*bem, we prohibit its free exercise. Tbe 
Greek may bring bia god of debauch- 
ery. He may commit all tbo nameless 
crimes which darken tbe fair name and 
fame of Attica. We must uot say a 
word. He must worship his own god 
in bis own way. 

There is notbiug too absurd for men 
to believe. There ia no crime so great 
that meu may not commit it in the name 
of feligion. Greece had hergoda of theft, 
drunkenness, and murder; Germans 
and Britons, their altars of human sacri- 
fice; Spain, the faggot and tbe hoot; 
India, tbe Ganges for the babe, the aut- 
tce for tbe wife, and Juggernaut for 
the man. Any one or all these foul 
blots on the. history of our race may bo 
transferred from a past, over which 
angels might weep tears of blood, to 
our own America, and we bave 
sti rational right to dbjeot. 

The American people must say that 
the Bible is the Word of God, and that 
Chiiistianity is tbo religion of this coun- 
try, or the exclusion of such religious 
practices as have been named 
hibiting tbe free exercise of religion, 
and hence uucoustitutional. Tbie i« 
tbo Constitution which the infidel likes, 
and to which be wants our laws adapt, 
ed. He desires to admit tbe loath, 
fume, devilish systems of all heathen- 
dom to our own Golumbia. by prohib- 
iting tbo declaration that God is the 
author of national life, that GhriBt is 
the ruler of ualions, and that the Bible 
is tlio foundation of law. That mau 
who should iutroduco a plague, or 
pluck down red lightnings from heav- 
en and smite us out of existence, would 
be merciful and bcuevolnnt when com | 
pared with such a man.

Suppose, 
further, that these voters honestly be- 
lieve that tbeir eternal salvation de- 
peuds on implicit obedience to their 
priests in temporal as well as spiritual 
matters. Suppose, Once more, that 
the priests teach the people to set up 
another sovereignty on this soil, to col- 
lect arms and train soldiers iu pursu- 
ance of this religious conviction, and, 
finally, suppose that they (in obedience 
to religious instruction) make war on 
the U nited Slates. Wbat then ! Why 
m our officials and people are bound 
stand still and hnvc their throats 
cut. For we cannot say that this is 
religious service, and if it is, 
have no right to prohibit it You Bay : 
‘This is absurd." Qf course it is. 
That is precisely wbat we wish to show 
tbo American people. To Bay to the 
world that we will have no law prohib- 
iting the free exercise of religion, and 
then putting men in prison or hanging 
them for exercising their’e, ia to adver- 
tise ourselves to the world as liars or 
fools, or both. This conflict of law is 
inevitable and irrepressible. Cur laws 
will be heathenized or our Constitu- 
>n Christianized, and Americans mnst 
on decide which they will have done. 
IIS GHANOK AN AOT or JC8TI0K TO THE 

To settle this conflict by Christianiz- 
ing the Constitution is only an act of 
justice to tlie meu wbo come here to 
live under our laws. 

Constitutional laws punish' for false 
money, weights and measures, and of 
course Congress establishes a standard 
for money, weight and measure. So 
Congress mnst establish a standard of 
religiou, or admit anything called re- 
ligion, as it already has tbe Gneida 
Community in New York, the Mor- 
Utah, and the Josa House iu 
California 

Suppose a man decides to worship 
the god of stealing, and one day while 
performing bis devotions, puts u pack- 
age of water bonds into his vatise and 
on a pilgrimage. He is arrest- 
ed, taken before tbe court aud declares 
tbst be worships Mercury; that it is 
part of his religion to steal. The judge 
iys you must not worship your god of 
stealing, und you must go to tbe peni- 
tentiary if you offer your devotions to 
this divinity. Public sentiment says 
the judgo is right. The Constitution 
says be is wrong. To tell a man he 
may worship any God, in any way he 
likes, aud theu to imprison him because 
he takes you at your word, is rank in- 
justice. Tell the mau that the Bible 
fuadninental law and then let him 
worship his thieving godling at bis per- 
il. Even the conspicuous weakling 
who read his non-commital on this sub- 
ject at the late Evangelical Alliance 
had a faint glimmer of this absurdity, 
and said near tbe cIobc of his article 
that it might ho necessary to insert in 
the Constitution some fundamental 
principl e of natural religion; as if any 
knows what natural religion is.

The one in New York is 
French Masonry, under tbe name of 
Communism and- Internationalism, and 
tbe one in St. Louis is a modifi d form 
of English Masonry, called Ike Orange. 

Now, where is the difference in prin- 
ciple, between these two rings! Neith- 
er of them are of American origin; 
and both of them are toting root and 
growing in two grent centers of foreign 
population and foreign influence. I see 
tba they are treated differently hy the 
authorities and the people. In New 
York the forming ring is attacked with 
elubs nnd broken in pieces, as tbe 
forming water spout aometimee is, they 
sny, by u discharge of artillery and 
brandishing of swords, pistole and 
boarding spikes; while on the other 
haad, tbe great riug of St. Lnuis, that 
boasts of baring drawn eight whole 
states into secret enclosure, ia received 
by tbe people as if it were tho trumpet- 
hlast of some new and awfully import- 
ant dispensation.

Mr. Bloomer ut the same time assured 
me that if I would get up a petition to 
tbe Grand Master, asking him to raves* 
tigste that matter, I could ohtrin the 
signatures of two tbirdB the members of 
the lodge. About this time I present- 
ed to Mr. Bloomer, secretary of Yates 
City Lodge, tbs following notice to the 
Worshipful Master, wardens aud mem- 
bers of a aid lodge : 

You are hereby notified that I hnve 
ippealed to tbe Grand Lodge from your 
decision expelling me from all the 
rights aud hem-fin of Masonry, and I 
hereby respectfully ask for a certified 
copy of the record in my caee.

SCOFFERS. 


“ There shall come in the tost days 
scoffers walking after their ouni lusts." 

Ws have at Peoria, III., a lawyer of 
Borne natural parts, who seems utterly 
forsaken of Ood and goodness, whose 
gassy and depraved nature now runs 
little else but scoffing. The newspa- 
pers have puhlished his lectures, and 
particularly the one “An honest God 
is the noblest work of man." But the 
fountain and head quartern of lattar- 
day scoffing is still Boston in Massa- 
chusetts, Some one lies tent us a 
printed speech of one of these intellect- 
ual and moral wratches delivered in 
Music Hall, Boston, against the effort 
to amend our national Constitution hy 
inserting in its preamhle a recognition 
of Christianity. After some heeitation 
we give helow BOme of the propositions 
of this lecture, that our Christian read- 
ers may see the style of intellectual 
and moral warfare now heing inaugur- 
ated among the graves of the Pilgrim b 
who fled from priestiam aud its persecu- 
tion to set up on these western shores, 
a “Christian Commonwealth" where 
men should he free to every act hut 
crime. 

The lecture is headed, “The Ood pro- 
posed for our National Constitution,’’ 
and it contains the following: “I oh- 
ject to Jehovah then as our Ood, be- 
cause he is a liar.” The italics are the 
lecturer’s. “The same Jehovah lied 
to David and his descendants, — lied 
plainly and unequivocally.” 

The lie to David charged on God un- 
der this heed, Is his promise that his 
kingdom should he perpetual, — “Thy 
seed will I establish forever, and huild 
up thy throno to all generations.” Or- 
dinary men. not -‘priests,” have under- 
stood, in tbelr simplicity, that this 
promise of tho Almighty is fulfilled, 
and now fulfilling in CbriBt; who wss 
hailed by the simple Hebrew masses 
(nothy “priests”) as King, and “Son 
of David;” and of whom all the proph- 
ets declared that “His kingdom is an 
everlasting kingdom, and his dominion 
that which ahall not he destroyed.” 

But ignorant of or despising this as 
unworthy of hia consideration, this lec- 
turer assumes that none but a literal 
Jew and son of David, ou a literal 
throne in Jerusalem, would make God’s 
promise of perpetual dominion good; 
and finding that David'a literal dynasty 
failed partially in Rehoboam, and whol- 
ly in his successors, this leader of a 
portion ofBo6ton population atands up 
in Music Hall on Sunday, and on tho 
strength of the ahove facts, chargee his 
Maker over and over again with lying 
“plainly and uuequi vocally," and oh- 
joote to a constitutional recognition of 
God "because he is a liar/" And yet 
the Bihle, Irom which he lakes all his 
facts, and without which hie lecture is 
mere wind, is full of instances of moral 
fulfilments of literal promises and proph- 
esies. Christ himself was promised an 
a literal conqueror with a literal Bworo, 
where, as every Sunday-school child 
known, that his ” kingdom ia not of

He represents Masonry as world-wide; 
not limited by latitude or longitude, not

And Mr. Muller 
quotes it with the same exultant an 
makes the same application of it, ap- 
plying it to tha clannish and often cor- 
rupt favoritism of the lodge. Now if 
Mhaonry does all that Mr. Muller rep- 
resents. not merely securing all moral 
virtues and kindly charities, which 
Ben Adhsm'a case constitutes the pur- 
est, highest love of God, what re- 
mains for the church of Christ to do? 
Bpd Adhem’s name leads all the rest, 
surely the church is superceded. 
Othello’s occupation’s gone. What 
need of a church at nil if the lodge 
produces the highest type of love 
Ood! Yet while Mr. Muller thus e 
ults over the success nf the lodge 
ouldoing the church iu ths vitel point 
of love to God he doclares in the i 


cannot he a universal or cosmopolite] 
institution. Mohammedans, Jews and 
pagans are not on a level with Chris- 
tians in the order, hut ara excluded 
from the higher degrees, and yet 
hrought under sworn obedience to the 
authority of degrees they can never 
enter without abjuring their religion. 
But the truth is. Masonry requires no 
such faith in the Christian religon as 
amounts to an impediment in the way 
of the greatest anemics of the cross 
who may cboosa to ascend its topmost 
rounds. Wheu it professes to he world- 
wide, it ia sincere. It sspiree to uni- 
versal dominion. Bfet whan it pro- 
fesses to require Christian faith, it con- 
tradicts its honest design and un- 
dertakes to deceive and ensnare Chris- 
tiana, by a false pretense used in abso- 
lute hypocrisy, 

Mr. Muller says there is no secrecy 
or concealment in Masonry , ears in the 
mere matter of recognition. And yet 
he says, “it is to he regretted that it is 
•o unintelligible. ” Which ia tantamount 
to saying that Masonry has a great 
amount of impanitrahls secrecy and 
yet it has really no secrecy. Ho seems 
to wonder that men are not satisfied 
that they are fully informed as to the 
principles and ohjecte of the order, 
when only some little unimportant 
signs aud pass words are kept beox. 
Does he not know that a suspected 
house may throw open all its 


But -while asserting that Masonry was 
never intended to supercede the church, 
and yet glorifying it hy ascribing to it 
tha very work, even all the work 
which is the glory of the church, and 
on account of which Christ desired, 
“Ye are the light of the world." 
Muller evidently felt the necessity of 
making a show of leeying something 
for the ohruch to do. But all he was 
able to glean after ascribing the whole 
work to Masonry was, the regulation 
of cieeds, rites and ceremonies, forms 
and sacraments, and the development 
of religious affections, in which, how- 
ever he makes Masonry, in the person 
of Ben Adhem, carry off the palm. 

Herein is not only self-contradiction, 
hut danmabls heresy. The inculcation 
of n religion of mere ceremonies and 
feelings, divorced from all sound prin- 
ciplo aud outward works of justice, 
purity and goodness, of what value 
is such a religion I Of Chriat's religi 
this leaves merely the shell. The salt 
has last all its seltness. We were not 
surprised after seeing this that Mr. 
Muller says, “If a man cannot rise 
into a higher Christian life let him ba 
a Mason.” Of course your religion 
cannot raise a aoul into the higher 
Christian fife when you have rohhed it 
of tha very elements that gain life.

But when a minister of Christ lakes 
this ground, he not only shows the 
•spirit of the wicked one, hut denies 
his responsibility to Christ and ths 
validity of his own commission as the 
the minister of a religion whose very 
" e consists iu its aggressiveness. 

Agein, much of this discourse pro- 
ceede upon the assumption that whet- 
•er has the outward form of goodness 
good or that actions and characters 
•e not to he judged by tbn motives 
from which they proceed. According 
Mr. Muller all such scrutiny of mo- 
tives ie the proof of depravitv and ma- 
lignity. Of course if the selfish and 
unrighteous favoritism of the lodge is 
to be accepted a9 genuine virtue, all 
icrutiny of motives mu t ho prohibited, 
[f men must maintain that the princi- 
ples and aims of an association that 
makes secret provision for the keeping 
of criminal secrets, and of course tho 
protection of criminals, and which hae 
repeatedly heen detected in secret mur- 
ders, are -right and good, despite these 
fatal facts, why of course motives must 
he scrutinize d. Whst seems to 
he good externally must be so declared 
and the fuels however clear or damn- 
ing, whioh demonstrate the existence 
of motives with which true virtue can- 
not possibly co-cxist, must go for noth- 
ing. We must judge not 1 'righteouB 
judgment,” but according to appear- 
ance. There must he allowed no tests 
that might detect hypocrisy. This ie 
the logical result of Mr- Muller's all- 
confounding chanty whsn Masonic vir- 
tue is ths subject of scrutiny, Is true 
charity thus blind? By such indis- 
criminating looseness will the church 
ever discern between tho righteous and 
the wicked, or “put forth the precious 
from the vile !" Never. Not the world 
only, but the church itself under such 
hlind teaching will soon come to grope 
as the hlind at noon day, and Christen 
dom bs wrapped in dark Egyptian 
night 

In perfeot keeping with this hlind, 
misnemed charity, Mr. Muller incul- 
cates the fneudsbip of the world as a 
aupplanter of ttiat fellowship and 
hrotherly love which Christ teaches 
his new commandment. He ext< 
Masonry hecanse it promotes “the 
kindest feelings of fraternity among 
men of different nations, parties and 
reels." Just the thing whioh God’s 
word teaches us to diead and shun. 
Justice, equity and kindness are due to 
all men. But the kindest feelings of 
fraternity, the intimacy of complacent 
and hrotherly love ara based upon the 
isith and the love of Christ, and can 
exist only among true Christians. By 
ita very nature and hy the commands 
of God it is restricted to the true spirit- 
ual church of Christ. It is the com- 
munion of saints in which no unbe- 
liever can have any share. But Ms- 
sonry and Muller undertake to extend 
it to believers and unbelievers, men of 
every party and every sect, Christian 
or pegan, all the same. Not the faith 
or love of Obrist ia its basis with him; 
hut a selfish league, a profane, a blas- 
phemous and a bloody oath, of mutual 
helpfulness, is to be its basis. “Know 
ye not that the friendship of the world 
is enmity against God?” Because of 
thiB exclusiveness of Oliristian frater- 
nity, the world hais ever hated Christ 
nnd his true disciples. For this cause 
he said, “I came not lo send peace hut 
a sword." On this point Mr, Muller 
takos issue with his Master and lays all

The hauls on the Like was fought 
in tight of the two hostile armies, and 
they felt that the euecass on the land 
depended oh the success of the fleet 
on the Lake, and so it proved. Not 
only the two armies, hut the inhabitants 
of the adjoining towns lining the 
shores, watohed with deepest anxiety 
the engagement; for the battle was to 
delermins whether they should be 
■ driven from tboir homes in want, or 
remain in their homes in peace and 
safety. Not only the shores but the 
projeoting points of land and neighbor- 
ing hills ware filled with anxious bpec- 

Just as the sun arose over the eas- 
tern hills on the Sahhath morning, Sep- 
tember 11th, 13X4, the guard-boat 
rounded into the harbor, and informed 
Mscdonough that the British fleet 
the distance was approaching for bat- 
tle. As the enemy hova in sight, the 
vessels were cleared for action; then 
Macdonough assembled his men on the 
quarter-deck of the Saratoga, the flag- 
ship, when he kneeled down, and in 
humble and fervent player, com- 
mended himself, his men, and his 
oauae to the Ood of nations. General 
Skinner said, "he rose from the pos- 
ture with a serenity and a calmness on 
his brow which showed that he had re- 
ceived comfort and assuranoe from 

One writer said it was a solemn and 
thrilling spectacle, one prohahly never 
before witnessed on a ship cleared for 
action. As the British fleet was ap- 
proaching, the commander asked the 
man at the mast-head what “he saw I” 
"I see on their flag ship, what appears 
to he men at prayer." Downie replied, 
"That is no good omen for us!" Was 
this remark prophetic, as he early fell 
early at hie post in the deadly conflict? 

On the one side was the hostile fleet 
ooming down at the sound of muoic. 
On the other side stood the armies on 
the land in the order of battle with 
their banners flying; and hetween them 
Macdonough’a fleet lay at anchor, await- 
ing the coming cenflict. The Englioh 
fleet under easy sail, came on, round- 
ing Cumberland Point, prepared for 
battle. 

As the hattle commenced, the great 
effort of the enemy appeared to be to 
disable and conquer the Saratoga; 
therefore they opened again and again 
their broadsides, and poured on 
flag-ship their iron hail, Soon after 
the battle hegun, a hen-coop was shot 
away, and one of the fowls flew into 
the rigging and crowed with hie shrill, 
elation voice. The sailors taking it as 
a good omen, sent up cheer after chesr 
an they “fought like hrave men, long 
and well." Twice was the Saratoga 
on fire from the hot shot of the 
emy. Though crippled and a slaugh- 
ter house, as one said — though Mac- 
donough was knocked down — and the 
cry was heard, "Our commander 
killed;”yet aoon he arose and was at I 

Again in a short time afterwards, 
the cry was heard, 1 ‘He it killed, "and 
ery eye was turned to Macdonough as 
he lay hetween two guno covered with 
his blood. But soon he revived, and 
and limping to his gun, continuod to 
sight it carefully and hull the enemy. 
Both the British and the American flag- 
ship* weie terribly shattered, In their 
broadsides, their firing was so rapid 
that, at a distance, they were thought 
to he on fire. 

Though the Saratoga was so 
tered, Macdonough ordered her U 
hedged around, and poured such a 
h/oadaido into the British flag-ship that 
loft her in a sinking condition. All tho 
other ships and gun-hoats of each 
squadron fought bravely and terribly 
for two hours and twenty minutes, 
when the British fleet surrendered, and 
one of the most important and oyent- 
fnl victories of the war was gained. 
The battle of Plattahurgh was fought 
on the shore while the battle waa rag- 
ing on tho lake. No sooner than the 
flag of the British squadron was struck, 
and the surrender made , and the victo- 


ry won, than Sir George Provost, who 
prepared for an assault on Platts- 
burgh, made a hasty retrent, abandon- 
large portion of his military 
etoreB, and hurried from the hattle 
field of his wounded fallen and unbur- 
ied dead. No further invasion was 
in those parts after that signal 
victory, for the hoaated power of the 
British on Laka Champlain, and on its 
beautiful and romnntic horders, was 
only weakened, but lost. This vic- 
y was announced to the Wnr De- 
partment by Maodonough on tho day it 
gained, in the following brief, pi- 
ous and modest communication: — 
"September 11, 1814 
The Almighty has been pleased to 
grant us a signal victory on Lako Cham- 
plain," and then closed his communi- 
cation by mentioning the names of the 
vessels taken.

Tho Now Temperance Dlovemeut. 


The wonderful movement against 
the saloons in Ohio may be understood 
hy the following description of its op- 
peratione at the first point of attack 
from the correspondence of the Chi- 
cago Tribune : — 

Washington is the county seat of 
Fayette, is a flourishing town of some 
3,000 inhabitants, located on the Cin- 
cinnati and Muekingum Valley rail- 
road, and about seventy miles north- 
east of Cincinnati. For years an effort 
has heen in progress to hanUh from 
the place all intoxicsting liquors, or at 
least to prevont the sale of it according 
to the laws of the state, hut with par- 
tial ouccens. For some two years, an 
ordinance prohibiting the sale of alcho-

The Order of St. Tammany. 
eoLouoN aociHwicK, 1328. 

Simultanously. or nearly bo, with 
the Federal Constitution, wae the es- 
tablishment of the Society in New 
York, known hy the name of The Or- 
der of Saint Tammany I — for It seems , 
with all the pretentions of • our peo- 
ple to republicanism, too many among 
them hanker after orders. 

The Order of St- Tammany , as an 
American institution, was not only a 
novelty, hut quite anomalous. Its found- 
ers having juet emerged from the rev- 
olution, and Btill perhaps warm with 
the Whig feelings of that conflict, could 
not condescend to horrow St. Andrew, 
St. George, or St. Patriok from the 
Roman calendar. A British saint 
no better in their eyes than George the 
Third, or even Lucifer himself. They 
therefore sagely concluded to metam- 
orphose a sai nt from a savage and a 
heathen warrior! 

The unsophiecated natives of the 
forest were no doubt highly tickled 
with thio sage compliment to aboriginal 
piety, and we may presume thanked 
thc Tammany Sachems for their wis- 
dom. But he this as it may, there 
were not wantiug shrewd observers, 
and honest patriots, who suspected the 
sons of Saint Tammany of political de- 
signs, which they were willing to con- 
ceal from the puhlic eye, and which 
they intended to cover with the mantli 
of their pagan warrior, converted foi 
tho occasion into an American saint I 
Others, again, not eo suspicious, con- 
sidered the Tammany order merely as 
the offspring of nalional vanity (often a 
laudible, if not always a harmless spir- 
it) as a well directed compliment to the 
natiyes, the saohems and sagamores of 
the Indian tribes; aud with these, its 
cal umetB, heads nnd huok-tuils created 
neithot* jealouay nor alarm . 

Tho sons of Saint Tammany, how- 
ever, have uot confined themselves, to 
their heads and their huck-tails. The 
"order" if it was not at first so in- 
tended, hss long since hceome a politi- 
cal, and no douht in some respects, n 
secret conclave. In more ways than 
one, 1 venture to assert, it has had a 
malign influence on our political con- 
cerns. It has been made use of to el- 
evate ordepress individuals without re- 
gard to principles, Many a dork in- 
trigue has heen engendered by Its 
leaders in secret, before they have called 
together their deluded votaries to Bet 
them io motion, Its halls have fre- 
quently heen converted into deno ol 


faction and turbulence; and it is un- 
doubtedly a dangerous engine of unprin. 
cipfo-d amhition. a corrupt and a cor- 
rupting fungus on the body politic, 

After the establishment of tbis mis- 
chievoue Order of Saint Tammany, we 
do not perceive that the subject of se- 
cret or feotions societies agitated the 
public mind, till the arrival of the first 
miaister from the French Republio, thc 
celebrated, and 1, may justly add, high- 
ly gifted, Genet. To him we owe the 
establishment of what were called the 
Democratic societies. These sprang up 
as rapidly under the auspices of their 
illustrious progenitor, as the fabled 
of Cadmus, and from New Hamr 
shire to Georgia the Union resounded 
with the clamor of their devotion to 
the principles of liherty and equality, 
and their sympathy for the ropubli- 
of the 'old world. Like the Cin- 
cinnati, they professed to have no ob- 
w' but the public good, and 
nothing as much at heart as to keep 
nlive the flame of liberty kindled io the 
Revolution. It was soon perceived, 
however, hy men of tagacity, that one 
prominent object of these societies was 
to swerve the country from ita neutral 
position, at that time essential to its 
salvation, nnd involve it in the horrors 
of war, in order to promote tho views 
of France. In this respect they heesme 
object, of suspiciou and jealousy, not 
only to their political opponents, but 
u\ I well recollect, to mnny sound and 
ncerruptihle mem here of the Demo- 
cratic party . Several of these expressed 
to me thair fears that these societies 
would become the source of great puh- 
ie and private mischief; that they 
would not only involve the country in 
war, but he made use of to proscribe 
and^ipprcss individuals and finally sub- 
public liherty. That they per- 
plexed the administration of Washing- 
ton, and alarmed him seriouoly for the 
neutrality and peace of the country is 
certain, nnd that matchless status man 
therefore viewed them with a jealouB 
eye and seriously deplored their cxia- 
o many politioal nuisances, so 
many hot-heds of intrigue and fnotion, 
affording to bud men the means of grat- 
ifying their lawless amhition at the ex- 
pense of their country’s ruin. 
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The devil hna not indeed n doctor's 
degree, hut he is liigly educated and 
deeply experienced, and has, moreover, 
been practicing, trying nnd exercising 
liis ert and craft now well nigh six 
years.

The Bureau County (III.) Republ i- 
con of tbs 4th insL publishes the fol- 
lowing letter which strengthens tbe 
vinws advanced in these columns that 
the agricultural "order" is already 
crumbling.

Oentleuex: Vo nr lcllcr requesting 
the views of the Faculty of Otleihein 
Univereity respecting '‘the influence ol 
Freemasonry on the social, civil sn'l 
moral cherecter of the citizens of 
America,” is bsforc us. In compliance 
with ynur request, the mcmhrrs of the 
Faculty have agreed upon the follow- 
ing reply: 

From what we hnve learned of Free- 
maaonry through the testimony of wit- 
nesses, bo great in uumler and bo high 
in character, that their testimony can- 
not reasonably be doubted, it is our 
deliberate and firm convicuou that the 
influence of the institution is had alike 
upon the social, civil and moral char- 
acter of the American citizen. Bad 
upon his social character hecause of ilc 
restrictive and partial principles, secur- 
ing its advantages, as it often does, at 
the cost of those who will no! join, 
or are not permitted to join tna order. 
Bad upon hia civil character because it 
requires him as a Mason, at least in 
some instances, to screen and defend 
those whom his duties ns a citizen re- 
quire him to expose and bring to pun- 
ishment. Thus it disqualifies him, if 
Masonic obligations he honored, to toe | 
either a faithful citizen or a just nnd 
impartial officer of the law. Bad upon 
his moral character because It nuugles 
the sacred with the profane, the true 
with the false, in its ceremonies', and 
hecause it administers extra-judicial 
oaths with burharcua penalties attached, 
thus rendering it essentially anti-Christ- 
ian in character. 

We might assign m»uy other reasons, 
established by overwhelming and limn- 
peachahle testimony, in support of our 
views, hut we think the above suffi- 
cient, if there were no others, to justify 
ua as patro ls and Cbristi 
position to Freemasonry, and to prompt 
us as instructors to use suitable effc 
to secure the youth under our ca 
against its toils- 

As to other tecrel orders, while v 
donot believe that they arc all open 
ic objections i 


and consequently, can not fall very far. 

Allow me to say having heen con- 
nected with two secret societies, hoth 
of which I left in disgust, that I like 
your outsprken style in treating a 
mammoth evil — your couregc, I mny 
also he permitted to say that, even 
when I belonged to these institutions, 
1 could but feel belittled by the various 
ceremonies of the meetings, feeling 
that much valuable time is often 
wuvlcd and worse than wasted by the 
mummeries and mere forms by which 
the time ws often so far exhausted 
that important business was often, if 
not generally, neglected. These pomp- 
ous ceremonies, it may he, aro the 
special attraction of the organizations, 
captivating t i>e unthinking and perhaps 
the heartless, who love forms more 
thansubstance. 

From somewhat extensive observa- 
tions, I aut thoroughly convinced that 
selfishness is tin- ton mixtion; that hy 
far the greater numher join that they 
may gam certain advantages ns busi- 
ness men, as professional men, or as 
travelers, etc. While all organizations 
— lucludingthe Christian — have a right 
to regard especially their own inter- 
ests, that which looks not beyond its 
own limits has no claim to benevolence, 
to philanthropy, or even humanity. 
The organization that, in its relations 
to man, professes to ignore ell other 
relations and obligations, and compels 
its memh’rship, in their duties to each 
others to disregard family bonds nnd 
ties of consanguinity, — • 'rescuing a Ma- 
sonic brother in preference to a natural 
hrothcr", may he properly regarded 
with distrnal. 

But the m irked tendency of the age 
is for men and women to hand them- 
selves together to- some definite pur- 
prs-, that hy concerted action anil in- 
fluence they may gain some financial 
advantage, or a higher social position, 
something not hased on personal merit, 
This bodes evil to our free institu- 
tions, and indeed is inconsistent with 
free Democratic principbs. If wc are 
to enjoy the elective franchise it be-

You may have noticed 
that one of the resolutions adopted hy 
tho Illinois State Grange, at Bloomiug- 
ton, made the declaration you speak of>

Again, the feature of the grange, nnd 
the ritualistic eeremonie# incident 
occupies an immense amouut of very 
valuable time, and tbe more substantial 
business men among Hie farmers, who 
count its value, soon tire. It is evident, 
from all the reports wo bave seen, that

The tendency ol 
associated capital is to extortion, as it 
does not meke any allowance for the 
c rcumstances of others, and be ended 
by exhorting our young Friends to 
stand olear of them, his language being 
very decided ss to their evil results.

Meeting of orthodox Friends, as given

THE BEECHER COUNCIL. 

It is to be regretted that the coun- 
cil called at the instance of Storrs and 
Haddington, should be embarrassed by 
a portial or false issue, The question 
wbicb disturbs the peace of the ebureb 
it not whether Plymouth Cburcb has 
acted loosely and contrary to the Scrip- 
tures in dropping the names while 
under charges nf immoral conduct, but 
whether tbe conduct charged by -Mr. 
Tilton on his pastor was and is true ; 
to wit: '‘that be (Beecher) preached to 
bis mistresses every Sabbath." It will 
be borne in mind that Mr. Beecher's 
first card to the public, after years of 
ailenoe under Bowen's and Tilton'B ac- 
cusations, was a brief, but explicit de- 
claration that Ur. Tilton had acted Hon- 
orably and bad his confidence! This 
is the more astounding, as Mr. Tilton 
wes the one charged by West for slan- 
dering his pastor: and if he told the 
truth, Mr. Beecher was an adulterer 
and prolligata, and no result of coun- 
cil which ignores these grave charges, 
for making wtaieb Tilton was charged 
hy West for slender, will tube the gan- 
grene out of this sore. 

This council drawn from nearly 
eighty churches, taken broad-cast 
through the country. Ie to meet now 
soon (March 24th inst.,) sud will it- 
self be an important event If they 
decide, as they must, that it is unscrip- 
tural and disorderly for Congregational 
ohurchea to drop members accused of 
sins to get rid of trying them; sad if 
Plymouth Church shall he throwD out 
of fellowship in consequence, the effect 
will be to throw sympathy on Ply- 
mouth Cburcb end the eouncil will he 
a cover to charges of a much graver na- 
ture than they try. 

The general charge of West against 
Tilton, with specifications under it. wus 
“circulating scandals derogatory to hts 
pastor," Mr. Beeoher. The council, ol 
course, is not competent to bear aud 
try charges which were not made to it. 
self hut to the Plymouth Church. Hu: 
the charges and specifications were 
made against Mr. Beecher who is in 
association with Storrs and Buddington, 
lad they arc damaging to the whole 
Association and to every member ol it. 

The point, ihould .therefore, be offici- 
ally presented to that council, whether 
it is not the right and duty of tbe Brook- 
lyn Association to enquire of Mr, 
Beecher and hts eceusert why those 
oharges were made, sod oa what 
grounds they rest. Such au inquiry in 
neoessery for the vindication of the As- 
sociation before the churofies, ngeinst 
the charge of keeping members on their 
list who are charged with crimes anil 
immoralities. And if Plymouth Church 
refuses to make the investigation, bat 
takes the ground of sheltering ita mem- 
hers who nre accused of crimes, the 
Association should withdraw fellows hip 
from the church ob walking disorder- 
ly; and if Mr.Beecher remained a mem- 
ber, it would have- the. right to require 
him to purge himself which would open 
the case, and result in his justification 
as a slandered brother, or in his con- 
demnation ns guilty of tbe sins charged. 

True, a Congregational Association 
hat nnt ordinary disciplinary power, ns 
the Plymouth Ghurch has, to bear and 
try oharges. But it has power of self- 
preservation, by withdiawing from min- 
isters charged with adultery and whone 
obnrobes refuse to investigate those 
charges. Otherwise Brooklyn Ansocia- 
tionhse less power to purify itself thnn 
» stock board. 


A SIGNIFICANT SECESSION. 

This is a secession of thirty or forty 
of tbe leading members of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church in Marengo, 
This secession lias been caused by 
the determination of a tew Freemasons 
iver-ride and suppress the sentiment 
of opposition to Freemasonry uad kin- 
dled orders in that church. For rome 
yesre tbe Conference (Rock River) bas 
them, nt their request, a pastor 
wae sincerely opposed to the • un- 
fruitful works of darkness,' and the 
church was prosperous and contented. 
But tbin yenr a mnn was seat to them 
was an outside yenizary or bau-dog 
of tbe lodge, who proceeded, with a 
high baud, to turn out of office all who 
bad dared to take a stand aga’iist Free- 
masonry, leaving them no alternative 
but submission to lodge government 
tcession. They have chosen the 
latter, ae they bad a right to do. They 
have mined several thousand dollars for 
ldependent church, und have called 
their former pastor, Rev. N. D. Fan- 
ning. whose continued services they 
asked of their conference, but who was 
taken from them and sent to a thorough- 
ly klasonio town, Woodstock, tn Mc- 
Henry county. Mr. Fanning has re- 
signed hi* Woodstock charge and 
removed to 'inrengo to take charge of 
the new church. The good wishes, 
prayers and oo-operation of all shall go 
with this noble company of confessors. 
A correspondent of the Methodist Free 
Press (Mr. Levington’s paper) saye of 
this movement: 

These (acts are suggestive end 
admonitory ns the tpeakinge and rum- 
blings of Iho mighty earthquake. Ood 
is marching through the church nnd 
nation and will have n tried and pure 
people. HiB demand* are imperative 
that they should come out and he sep- 
arate Irom the works of darkness.” 

This Rock River Conference, includ- 
ing Chicago, is one of the most import- 
ant conferences in the country, the 
Geneml Conference in 1808 meeting 
within its bounds. When this confer- 
ence numbered 218 preachers, an in- 
formant who had taken pains to know, 
stated that 193 of them were Pree- 
ns. But there are, both among 
tbe clergy and laity, brethren who ah- 
bor tbe lodge; and their number ie 
steadily increastug. The struggle will 
he long, hut the lodge must and will 
eventually go down in that hody. The 
double connexion with church nnd lodge 
is as absurd and much worse than 
membership in two neighboring church- 
es. For the essence of the lodge being 
pagan and Christlese. Methodists might 
just as properly belong to a Catholic 
church or a Chinese temple, in addition 
to their own society, as to a brotherhood 
of Freemasons. It is to be hoped that 
tbe new Marengo church will lay their 
esse, with the principles involved, in 
an address before the members of every 
society in Rack River Conference.

The authority of great names is tho 
main defense of Freemasonry. If Ma- 
sonry were not good, certainly if it were 
bad as Anti masons say, such great aud 
godly men as A and B and C would 
not adhere to it, sad therefore the 
Auti'e must be mistaken.

To err with 
such illustrious hosts is certainly to be 
in good company. I shall be less likely 
to err, confiding in their superior wis- 
dom than in my own private judgment, 
Surely I shall he worthy of less blame 
by accepting their opinion than 1 would 
incur by proudly and obstinately set- 
tiug myself up as wiser and purer than 
all the great and good men whose ver- 
dict sauctificd and whose lives adorn the 
■‘ancient and honorable order.” 

This to bo sure amounts to calling 
men master, to rejecting God and con- 
science, but men do it, and hence the 
incessant appeal to great names. And 
in their eagerness to strengthen this 
defense of Masonry, its adyocstee are 
not always careful to bo sure that tho 
great men whoae authority they claim 
were Mneons. They claim Solomon 
and Hiram Abiff and tbo Sts. John, 
whilo it is certain they never hnd any 
thing more to do with Freemasonry 
than Pan or Cerce or Pomona hnd to 
do with the granges. But when it 
becomes apparent that they claim gien 
nameefalsoly, then instead of strength- 
ening their cuuee, Hie impnaturo and 
iniquity of the thing is discovered.

CHARLES SUMNER, 
great man is dead, Since the 
funeral of President Lincoln 
tionnl oepital hns never put on such 
sincere mourning ae when on Friday 
the last tokens of esteem 
paid hy the assembled representatives 
of the government to the memory of 
Cbarlee Sumner. On Tuesdsy last be 
was in his place in tbe Senate, but 
etricken down in the eveuing with the 
worst form of hie old complaint, 
affection of tbe beart, and died tbe 
next afternoon. Thus is finished a life 
full of lebor and crowned with aohiev- 
meats in the cause of human rights; a 
service of twenty-three years in the 
Ssnate, which hue placed tbe worker 
among the leading figureeof American 
history and given him a fame to which 
even the highest gift in tbe hsnd of hia 
countrymen could add nothing. 

Mr. Sumner was horn in Boston 
1811. He studied law and became 
eminent in hie profession before 1845, 
when he first took part in politics. In 
this year the admission of Texas became 
a port of the policy of the popular 
party, represented in the Presidency by 
Polk; in November, just before the 
meeting of Congress which was to act 
upon that measure. Mr, Sumner deliv- 
ered an oration in Faneuil Hall, Boston, 
against the admission of Texas as a 
slave state. From this time he was 
recognized as en opponent of slavery 
extension. In 1850 Webster resigned 
his seat in the Senate to beooma Secre- 
tary of State under Fillmore, and tho 
next year Massachusetts sent Sumner 
to the place of the great statesman, aud 
none can say that it has not been well 
filled. 

In 1858 esme the Kaueas struggle, 
Gn the 18 th and 20th of Mey Sumner 
delivered his great speech, “ _ 
Crime against Kansas,” occupying 
days; and on tbe 22d, while writing at 
his desk in the Senate Chember, he 
was attacked by Preston S. Brooks, of 
South Carolina, and beaten with a gut- 
ta-percha cenc until he fell inseuaible. 
From this injury he never recovered, 
but was able to resume public duties 
with seemingly restored health in 1858. 
During the session of 1859-80 he made 
what is considered the greatest effort 
of his life — the celebrated speech, ‘ 'The 
Barbarism of Slavery." This epeeoh 
contributed greatly to the eleotion of 
Lincoln the next fall. During the 
Mr, Sumner was an able advocate for 
the emancipation of the slaves, secur- 
ing the repeal of the obnoxious Fugitive 
Slave Law in 1802, aDd when peace 
returned gave his care to securing for 
the emancipated race u social es well as 
legal equality. Since 1870 he has lu- 
bored to secure the passage of his 
Civil Rights Bill, to secure tbe 
rights to colored men in pnblio places 
and conveyances as the whites now 
have. Almost his last worde 
Representative Hoar, of Massechunette, 
to ' ' Take earn of my Civil Rights Bill. 

Although his life was devoted to the 
great oauso of human liberty, 
almost to the exclusion of domestic joye 
and religious exercises, bis efforts 
iguinst the system of modern war 


and rescinded their vote, and this 
on was puhlicly announced 
Senate tbs day before Mr. Sumner left 
it forever.
